Info. for People with AIDS 


This information came to my attention too late for 
me to include in my monthly people with AIDS 
newsletter. | think this is important information for 
the whole community, but especially for people with 
AIDS. 

Early in 1983, the Visiting Nurse Association of 
San Francisco (VNA), San Francisco Home Health 
Service, and Hospice of San Francisco began to 
provide skilled home health care and hospice care 
to people with AIDS. The three agencies submitted 
a proposal to the city in response to requests from 
the Board of Supervisors. As a result, a contract with 
the city was arranged in September of 1983 which 
would pay for unreimbursed home care and 
hospice service to AIDS patients. 

Several problems arose. A major concern is the 
fee-for-service method of reimbursement which 
Causes major cash flow problems. In addition, the 
rate of reimbursement is far below the actual cost 
of care provided and outstrips the agencies’ abili- 
ty to subsidize care. Attendant care, which is an im- 
portant service in keeping people at home, also re- 
quires the agency to front the money and causes 
a cash flow drain. Another problem relating to at- 
tendant care is the time required to recruit, train, 
supervise, and schedule attendants. 

A further problem for the city and for the patients 
is the fact that care is split between the home care 
and hospice care divisions of the agency. Tosolve 
some of these problems it has been proposed that 
an AIDS Home Care Unit be established within the 
VNA of San Francisco. The city has been asked to 
finance the cost of the actual team of nurses, social 
workers, and others who are needed to carry out 
the work of this unit. VNA of San Francisco will be 
responsible for collecting Medicare, Medi-Cal, and 
private insurance reimbusements and would remit 
these funds to the city as collected. 

Basically, what this means is that people with 
AIDS aren't getting all the care they need to allow 
them to stay home, because of insufficient funding. 

What can you do?

Frameline Responds: 

Thank you for giving us the opportunity to re- 
spond to an issue that is undoubtedly on the minds 
of many lesbians. the lack of lesbians films in this 
year’s San Francisco International Lesbian and Gay 
Film Festival. 

The first and foremost reason for this lack of les- 
bian films in the Festival is the small number of les- 
bian films that exist. Money does rule, and it takes 
an enormous amount of money (at least $50,000 
fora 35mm feature) to produce a film, not to men- 
tion a few thousand extra for subtitling on foreign 
films. In our attempts to locate lesbian films that 
would be available for our Festival this year, we have 
consulted many women involved with the interna- 
tional film community. Some of these include Iris 
Films, Women Make Movies, Edith Kramer, Ruby 
Rich, all major film festivals in the U.S. and festivals 
in Europe, including the Women's International Film 
Festival in Sceaux, France, a leading showcase for 
lesbian cinema. All of these sources concurred that 
there were very few lesbian films available that the 
Festival had not already premiered in San Francisco. 

The economic question enters again when a film 
iS completed but is not allowed to be screened at 
a Lesbian/Gay festival. After investing thousands in 
the production ofa film, the problem of having the 
film make money cannot be ignored. Many films are 
not available to the Festival because playing in a les- 
bian and gay festival can hurt the commercial poten- 
tial of a film. This is one aspect of the industry that 
the Festival is committed to changing. 

Another problem that affects the availability of 
films is the content of the picture. This was the pro- 
blem with the screening of the film Amor Maldito in 
this year's Festival. Due to the lesbian content, the 
film was refused subtitling by the Brazilian national

Chilling Revelations: Double Play 
Dear Editor 

First things first: | was pleased to see Michael Hel- 
quist’s full and fair review of Double Play by Mike 
Weiss in Coming Up! (June, 1984). The book has 
a lot of flaws and as Helquist shows us, a few of them 
are ‘‘near-fatal.'’ | don't argue in any way with his 
analyses but | would like—as briefly as possible— 
to point out an apsect of Double Play which Helquist 
didn't. 

That Deputy District Attorney Thomas F. Norman 
was inept is shown again and again and may be old 
hat to locals, but in view of what we are shown and 
told (lots of quotes), that hat gets tipped: it was a con- 
venient ineptness 

For instance, Weiss, quoting the trial’s 
manuscripts of one defense witness, a psychiatrist, 
blundering into naming Supervisor John Molinari's 
vote ‘against a ballfield tax exemption because he 
didn't get the right tickets (p. 350)’ as an example 
of what Dan White—inflexible, hypocritical and 
moralistic—couldn't tolerate, shows the defense at- 
torney interrupting his witness with this: ‘‘Doc- 
tor...we decided not to mention any names with 
regard to supervisors and that sort of thing.” The 
passage concludes with Weiss’ speculation that ‘‘all 
the deficiencies in Norman's case made better 
sense if there had been some sort of agreement (p 
B51). 

Earlier, in the first section (‘The Act’’), we have, 
among other things, learned that Moscone liked 
young black girls, a fact known by the police, a 
department grown increasingly resentful because 


Moscone reneged on ‘‘a promise’ when he ap- = 


pointed an outsider, Charles Gain, as their chief 
This new (public) fact may explain, in part, why the 
trial which constitutes pretty much the second sec- 
tion of Weiss’ book, can be seen also as an act of 
impure political expediency: nobody wanted

Moscone’s ‘‘posthumous reputation” ruined, and 
if nobody wanted that particular can of worms open- 
ed, nobody wanted, either, a lot of other cans open- 
ed, including how Pier 39 got built (p. 172) and the 
Jim Jones connection (pp. 173-177). 

There is, however, an even more chilling quote 
from the trial's transcripts (pp. 338-339): 


| came out of a business that deals heavily in money, 
in the real estate business where people are not ex- 
actly honest, buyers, sellers, realtors, and | got pretty 
toughened to the business world...When | got into 
politics | was in my late forties, and | was used to 
cheaters and liars and that sort of thing, and | could 
take itin the business world. But when | got into politics, 
| couldn't take it. It was just too much for me..,.”’ 
Who's talking is ex-Supervisor Barbagelata, called 
as a defense witness because White's aide, Denise 
Apcar, was once his aide. What's being shown is 
that under the ‘pressure [of being] on the Board for 
the first time’’ Barbagelata had a heart attack within 
eight months. When White, representing a working 
class district and with no program and no political 
experience, wished to be effective and was offered 
an opportunity, he took it. He sold out to: big 
business interests (pp. 157-159). Shortly thereafter 
he resigned; and shortly thereafter he went for a 
gun. 

Michael Helquist's evaluations of Double Play are 
perceptive and useful. | just hope readers can 
overlook Weiss’ ‘‘serious omissions of important 
gay-related issues” and read a book which goes 
a long way in explaining why White got away with 
it: it was more, much more, than the result of one 
“inept'’ prosecuting attorney.

Without the 
Women’s Building? 


he Women’s Building is in trouble 

In the menth of June, all five staff 

members were laid off due to a 

budgetery squeeze, and members 

of the collective that runs the 
building are now reassessing the future of the 
community center. “While we don’t want 
people to think we're going to close tomor- 
row, we want the community to know we 
need help, badly,’ urged Deena Clevenson, 
building manager. 

How did these troubles come about? Accor- 
ding to Board President Carmen Vazquez, the 
current situation stems from the recent onset 
of numerous unanticipated crises, as well as 
from long-term difficulties in fundraising. The 
immediate budget drain centers on a delay in 
the renovation of the building to bring it up to 
fire code. Installation of a comprehensive 
sprinkler system, as well as soundproofing and 
lobby renovation work, which was slated to 
begin in June, won’t start until August. The 
delay will cost the building at least three addi- 
tional months of revenue—over the three 
month loss anticipated 
—from the rental of its halls to community 
groups during the typically busy fall season. 

Vazquez claims that the renovation plans 
ahve been “‘tangled up in city bureaucratic red 
tape,”’ causing the delay. A grant from the 
Mayor's Office of Community Development 
for the renovation effort has been slow com- 
ing through. Further aggravating matters, some 
Women’s Building staffers believe, the San 
Francisco Fire Department has been excessive- 
ly harsh in its procedure, failing to 
acknowledge past building improvements and 
periodically changing building code 
requirements. 

The building relies upon rental income—

from permanent tenants such as Vida Gallery, 


the Women’s Foundation, and a host of other 


community groups, as well as from dances, 
conferences and other one-time events—for 
approximately one-third of its $20,000 mon- 
thly operating budget. But in recent months 
several long-term tenants have left the building, 
for a variety of reasons. A few organizations 
that previously rented space, such as WAVPM 
(Women Organized Against Vioence in Por- 
nography and Media), have folded for lack of 
funding. Several other groups have moved 
their offices to the nearby Valencia Rose. Con- 
sequently, there is much office space that is go- 
ing unused and potential income for the 
building that is lost. This, coupled with the loss 
of six months of short-term, rental revenue 
from dances and other events due to the 
renovation delay, has precipitated the 
building's current budget crisis. But the pro- 
blems may go deeper than that. 

Large foundation and donor grants, as well 
as small pledges and membership dues, pro- 
vide the remaining two-thirds of the building's 
income, after rental revenues. While small con- 
tributions have remained relatively secure, the 
future of large grants from foundations and 
private individuals is questionable. According 
to Vazquez, foundations such as the California 
Arts Commission, Crocker and Firemen’s 
Fund, which gave seed money to help 
establish the building, tend not to fund projects 
on a continuing basis, assuming they will 
become self-sufficient with time. ‘They give 
you money at the beginning, and then expect 
vou to make it on your Own.” she said. Fur- 
ther complicating matters, Vazquez added, is 
the building's “upfront commitment to pro- 
gressive political activity,’ which many foun- 
dations shy away from.

through here in need of information and refer- 
rals. | personally speak to about 40 women like 
this each day.’ Yet much of this work seems 
to go unnoticed. Also unnoticed, according to 
Clevenson, is the fact that the building serves 
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he patrons who resisted a police 
raid at Stonewall Inn fifteen 
years ago and established what 
is commonly considered the 
start of the gay liberation move- 
ment were Black and Puerto Rican 
transvestites. Each year the Lesbian and Gay 
Freedom Day Parade commemorates that 
rebellion, which occurred on June 27, 1969. 
The Stonewall riots—the initial rebellion, and 
smaller ones which occurred in the vicinity of 
New York's Sheridan Square—have_ since 
come to symbolize changing societal attitudes 
towards lesbians and gays. 

As Third World people lead the fight into the 
streets, demanding equal rights for homosex- 
uals, one might imagine that they have remain- 
ed at the forefront of ehe struggle. But like 
Crispus Attucks, the first man—who happen- 
ed to be Black —to fall from gunfire during the 
first battle of the American Revolution, the first 
people to feel the brunt of resistance to the 
“gay liberation movement” have, too often, 
been ignored or discriminated against. 

| had dealt with homophobia in the Black 
community all my life, sublimating my attrac- 
Hons to men because of it; but discovering that 
racism exists within the lesbian/gay communi- 
ty as Well as the larger straight population was 
surprising. | remember thinking, as I began 
asserting my Own gayness, how the list of ad- 
jectves should read. Should I refer to myself 
as a gay, Black man, or as a Black, gay man? 
Somehow, | felt, the first word in the list would 
suggest a more formidable alliance to that par 
ucular Community. Realizing that racial oppres- 
sion exists unilaterally —among the lesbian/gay 
community as well as among the straight—was

sions, Phil Tsui, M.S.W., dispelled not only 
the effects of internalized guilt and the denial 
of sexuality but the stress related to being 
removed from our Third World com- 
munities. That stress takes the form of 
depression, physical ailments, and, as Celin- 
da Cantu, M.S.W., cited, substance abuse. In 
the general population, one out of ten per- 
sons are alcoholic. Two out of four are 
alcoholic in the Native American communi- 
ty, while the Latin and Black communiites 
claim one out of three. From the integrated 
lesbian/gay population, two out of three peo- 
ple are alcoholics. There are no conclusive 
findings to suggest that people are predispos- 
ed to alcoholism, but there are liquor stores 
within less than a hundred yards of one 
another in San Francisco’s Mission District 
and in Bayview Hunter's Point, suggesting 
that liquor is encouraged (or at least not 
discouraged) in our communities. Add this 
to the fact that lesbians and gays congregate 


in bars, and we have several million can- 
didates for alcoholism. 

In another panel discussion, Garth Collins, 
M.Ed., M.P.H., dispensed with the notion 
that AIDS is a ‘‘gay white male’’ 
phenomenon. Forty percent of the AIDS pa- 
tients are people of color. 

Kitch Childs, Ph.D., discussed her initial 
resistance to the idea of women nurturing 
male AIDS victims. She has concluded, 
however, that counseling men with AIDS has 
allowed her to regain another part of herself, 
a nurturing part of herself which lesbian 
women rarely express with men. She stated, 
in addition, that two hundred forty-eight 
women now have AIDS, so that it has 
become a bisexual issue.

was language. Many lesbians are angered and 
offended when gay men refer to each other 
as’ “bitches’’ or “whores, * and feel such 
names merely perpetuate negative images of 
women. While the language issue will un- 
doubtedly require more dialogue, and it may 
continue to separate the sexes, there are am- 
ple experiences to unify us: religion, 
feminism, and economics, to name a few. 
A number of resolutions arose from the 
ethnic caucuses, including a call for 
withdrawal of U.S. troops and military per- 
sonnel from Central America and the Carib- 
bean, cessation of the United States’ 
undeclared war against Nicaragua, a resolu- 
tion calling for more comprehensive and ac- 
curate representation of Third World con- 
cerns (and more Third World writers and 
editors) in the media, and a recommendation 
to South Africa’s lesbian/gay groups to unite 
with South African Blacks in the fight against 
apartheid and lesbian/gay oppression. 


hardly enough time to glimpse at the prob- 
lems. The non-TW/PC gay male caucus did 
became apparent, fairly early, that there is a 
real need to convene regularly. Tapping 
more than the tip of the iceberg in two hours 
is difficult to do, especially when the topics 
are class, skin color, assimilation, and 
physical attraction, to name a few. There was 
hardly enough time to glimpse at the pro- 
blems. The non-T W/PC gay male caucus did 
in fact suggest that succeeding conferences 
allow for “longer, and perhaps fewer, 
workshops to permit more in-depth discus- 
sions.” It’s difficult to say where all the lists 
of names and addresses will wind up, but 
many people exchanged phone numbers. 
brewing plans to meet on a regular basis. 
Approximately twenty-eight workshops 
were conducted during the three-day Con- 
ference. Topics ranged from issues of self- 
esteem—including fat oppression and the 
portrayal of People of Color in the media- 
tO organizing against U.S. intervention in 
Latin America. There were artistic 
workshops, spiritual workshops, sessions on 
relaxation, and workshops on parenting and 
family. Besides supplying a great deal of in 
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formation, the workshops provided an Op- 
portunity for networking. Again, only time 
will disclose the outcome of those sessions. 
but they may springboard many ongoing 
and/or cooperative projects. Moreover. it 
was tremendously affirming to sit ina room 
with 10-20 People of Color who shared the 
same interests and experienced the same op- 
pressions. While the facilitators represented 
a wide range of training and experience — 
some with advanced degrees, others still 
studving—most of them were articulate, and 
made excellent role models besides. 

The evenings were reserved for cultural 
events and speakers. Performances includ- 
ed poetry, music and dance. There were 
many familiar faces—Blackberri, Avotcja. 
and Merle Woo to name a few—in addition 
to several first-time performers. Some of 
them were polished and others not, but all 
of them donated their time, art, and energy 
to the Conference, and that is commendable. 
Avotcja, poet, musician, and songstress, call- 
ed for support of TW/PC artists during her 
performance. Rather than relying on white 
audiences, which often necessitate a bent 
toward commercialism, TW/PC can help 
TW/PC entertainers maintain the integrity of 
a 
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The women’s caucus at the conference 
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their work by coming out to see them. The 
blues, forexample, are slowly disappearing. 
The content, says Avoteja, is too startling for 
many people. ‘The blues talk about welfare, 
and about women loving women...check 
out the blues.”’ 

In a rousing speech, Carmen Vazquez 
related feminism to the lesbian/gay liberation 
movement. All of us—feminists, lesbians and 
gavs—pose a threat to traditional male and 
female roles. Through an autobiographical 
sketch, Vazquez interlocked all the elements 
of her oppression, and undoubtedly touch- 
ed many of our biographies with her story. 
She called for everyone to join the fight for 
freedom of all peoples. 


Tees were some missing links in the 4rd 
National TW/PC Lesbian/Gay Con- 
ference. Poor organization excluded 
women's health concerns—abortion, 
pregnancy, lesbian parenting, cancer 
testing—from the panel discussion on 


Health. Surprisingly, there weren't many 
Asians or Latins (and it is rumored that many 
Native Americans were boycotting because 
of an organizational dispute) at the Con- 
ference. This is surprising, because there are 
somany Asian and Latin people on the West 
Coast. The under-representation may be due 
to insufficient advertising, which was due, 
partially, to a lack of money, but poor 
organization definitely contributed to the 
problem. Had a schedule of panel discus- 
sions, caucuses, workshops and cultural 
events been prepared a week before the Con- 
ference, many people said, at least, that they 
would have been in attendance. As it was, 
over 350 people attended the conference. 
Most workshops lagged behind schedule 
a full hour, so there was a general air of con- 
fusion. (Coordinator Billy S. Jones suggested 
including a workshop on punctuality in the 
next Conference. But then, he added, ‘we'd 
probably be late for that, too.’’) 
As for the permanent entity, the Rainbow 
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Coalition, which might have arisen from the 
Conference to provide support and resource 
services to TW/PC lesbians and gavs, 
well...it's doubtful that it will evolve. At least 
not yet. Several special interest groups—a 
photography group, a creative writing 
workshop, a TW/PC men’s rap group—mav 
spring from the Conference, however, and 
this seems like a step in the right direction. 
So many societal and self-imposed restric- 
tions tsolate us from one another that attending 
the TW/PC Lesbian and Gay Conference was 
tremendously validating. It supplied a sense 
of self-worth. It is important—as we traverse 
the time between this and the next Con- 
ference (which is scheduled for 1986 in Los 
Angeles)—that we continue to communicate 
and grow, individually and with each other's 
assistance. Many people questioned the need 
for a TW/PC Lesbian and Gay Conference 
before the event, and I usually stood 
speechless, the first inklings of doubt—why 
were we having a conference?— in my 
mind. Perhaps photographer Sean Reynolds 
answered the question best when she said: 
“Why do podiatrists have a conference?” 
Not only were we “Claiming Our Iden- 
litics,” we were beginning to share them.

t the 1980 Democratic Conven- 

tion, a Black gay man was nomi- 

nated for the position of Vice 

President of the United States. 

That man was Melvin Boozer of 
Washington, D.C.; and his rousing speech 
gained wide publicity in both the gay and 
non-gay press. 

At this year’s upcoming convention, 
another Black man, whose platform has in- 
cluded a strong commitment to gay rights, 
will also address the Democratic party. And 
because the Democratic gay caucus is ex- 
pected to support that man, Jesse Jackson, it 
is unlikely that any Openly gay person, Black 
or white, will be nominated in symbolic 
manner as in 1980. 

The difference illustrated “speaks louder 
than words.” For it graphically depicts what 
is happening in Black gay politics in this 
country. What's happening is this: non-gay 
Black politicans, not Black gays them- 
selves, are largely responsible for most of the 
progress being made. 

Which is not to say that the Black gay com- 
munity itself is docile and asleep. Quite the 
contrary; it is gathering strength, coming ‘‘in- 
to its own” in terms of participatory 
decision-making in the wider (and whiter) 
gay arena, and even developing fledgling 
institutions. 

But this genre we call ‘Black gay politics” 
is in danger of being defined by non-gay 
Black politicos, rather than by the grassroots 
movement itself. And while some pride 
themselves on the fact that important Afro- 
American leaders are lending credibility to 
gay rights, these Black politicians are not 
about to adopt homosexuality, per se, as a 
cause celebre. What is more, the Black gay 
community seems as divided as ever over the 
course Black gay politics should take. 

Yes, there are now more than 150 Black 
and Third World and interracial lesbian and 
gay groups spread across this continent. (And 
although gay institutions are no less racist 
than mainstream ones, there is something to

be said about the fact that no equivalent to 
Black and White Men Together exists in the 
‘straight’’ world any more.) But these are, by 
and large, social organizations. 

When confrontation with establishments 
occurs, such is usually led by interracial 
groups (such as BWMT) rather than by Black 
ones. And while many Black lesbian and gay 
collectives do retain much of the anti-white 
rhetoric harking back to the sixties, attention 
is almost exclusively given to intra- 
movement and inter-personal concerns. Lit- 
tle engagement occurs with the non-gay 
world. 

Nevertheless, the attention given to les- 
bians and gays by some Black leaders is 
noteworthy and new. Top-name singer 
Melba Moore has an exclusive engagement 
scheduled in the nation’s capital to give a 
concert to raise funds for Gay Pride Day 


Black Gay Politics: 
Coming Up the 
Rough Side of the 


Mountain

there this year. She ‘‘makes no bones” about 
the fact that she is coming for the gay com- 
munity. Meanwhile, Sammy Davis, Jr., has 
just completed a round of advertisements for 
public television to raise money for AIDS 
research. Even Essence magazine, once con- 
sidered a fierce champion of the middle-class 
ethic, now prints occasional articles by Black 
lesbians. 

In Washington, Mayor Marion Barry 
boasts that San Francisco no longer deserves 
the title, “‘gay capital of the nation.’’ And one 
is hard-pressed to identify which of his 
actions—there are so many—are most signifi- 
cant for the cause. Would it be his appoint- 
ment of more than 40 openlygay men and 
women to city boards and commissions? Or 
his presidential address as head of the Na- 
tional Conference of Black Mayors, urging all 
of them to follow his lead in including gay 
rights on their agendas? Or still yet, would 
it be the fact that those behind the scenes 


credit him with pressing Jackson, early on, 
to make gay rights a platform issue? 

Then there is the new mayor of 
Philadelphia, Wilson Goode, who has 
already created a Mayor’s Commission for 
Sexual Minorities, two-thirds of whose 
members are openly gay and lesbian. None 
of this is unexpected, however. As managing 
director of the city under a previous mayor, 
Goode formally ordered an end to 
discrimination in the hiring of gays by city 
agencies. And after announcing for the 
mayoral race, he testified at a public hearing 
on behalf of a gay rights bill. 

Chicago’s picture is somewhat less 
unanimous, since Mayor Harold Washington 
has sought to distance himself from rumors 
that he had sex with a teenage boy and that 
his inner staff is largely gay. Neither of these 
accusations is true, although a mayoral aide

and long-time political associate was con- 
victed of sexual irregularities involving a 
minor. And the mayor has appointed a liaison 
to the lesbian and gay community. He 
himself has been unmarried for the past 30 
years. 

Thirman Milner, the first elected Black 
mayor in New England, made a strong pitch 
for gay rights in Hartford, Connecticut and 
won handily over an anti-gay incumbent; 
while down in Mississippi, Mayor Charles 
Evers has argued widely for gay civil rights, 
even traveling to appear on radio shows 
discussing the subject. 

Then there is the Congressional Black 
Caucus, all of whose members except three 
(Harold Ford, Katie Hall, and Gus Savage) en- 
dorsed a federal gay rights bill. 

California, too, has seen Black elected of- 
ficials take a stand on the issue. Tom 
Bradley's final re-election campaign was 
served by a gay campaign manager. And 
Assembly speaker Willie Brown, Jr., has earn- 
ed accolades from lesbians and gays nation- 
wide for his continual and insistent work on 
behalf of gay rights 


ll of these leaders (plus more) com- 

bine to form an important aspect of 

Black gay politics. Yet there is no 
evidence that a grassroots Black gay com- 
munity has had anything at all to do with 
these politicos’ stance. 

For one thing, the earliest organization ex- 
plicitly formed “‘to pursue political power as 
Black lesbians and Black gay men’”’ did not 
come into existence until 1978. It is known 
today as the National Coalition of Black Gays 
(NCBG). And the first National Conference 
of Third World Lesbians and Gays convened 
in 1979. Yet both Bradley and Brown were 
making pro-gay pronouncements before 
then. And Bayard Rustin’s open homosex- 
uality dates from the days of the Civil Rights 
marches with Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. 

For another thing, the Black mayors who 
have taken a lead in this area have done so 
at the behest of the growing white gay clout, 
rather than in particular response to Black 
gays. Many tend to forget or overlook this 
fact. It is the regentrification process, and the 
reclaiming of urban area—the very heart of 
the cities these mayors represent—by white 
gays that has made the impact. Indeed, as so- 


meone has said, ‘‘In addition to Black sup- 
port, the only white support any mayor 
needs to win in the central cities is that of 
white gays.” 

Historically, the gay movement (meaning 
here, specifically, the white gay bars, com- 
munities and political clubs) is a part of the 
urban reality. And Black mayors are urban 
mayors. This is not to say that Black mayors 
are indifferent to the Black gay community, 
but power looks at numbers and money; and 
the number of openly gay Blacks, while 
growing, is still small by comparison. 

The real news is that Black lesbians and 
gays are, indeed, growing in visibility, if not 
growing as quickly in political power. Part 
of this visibility is related to a willingness to 
be seen and heard, and to organize for the 
benefit of those who are still closeted. The 
Black community, of course, has always had 
its share of homosexually-oriented persons, 
but generally such individuals did not make 
an issue of sexual orientation. Everyone in 
the community knew they were lesbian or 
gay, but their modus operandi was 
heterosexual for all intents and purposes. 

In this regard, it may be important to 
remember that the earliest heroes of the 
Black gay movement (even before there was 
such a movement) were those Blacks who 
worked,. often as token figures, in 
mostly white gay environs. Many of them had 
white lovers, although certainly not all of 
them. There is some plausibility to the idea 
that the Black gay movement, for example, 
Owes its direct inspiration not to the Civil 
Rights movement, but more directly to those 
Black gay men and women in the homophile, 
and then in the gay liberation, movement. 

The shape of the new grassroots visibili- 
ty, though, is often different. Having a white 
lover or working in a white gay organization 
is not regarded as an asset by some purists in 
the new movement. Some would even go so 
far as to place BWMT outside the pale of 
Black gay politics. And endorsement by 
whites can spell the ‘‘death kiss’’ for those 
aspiring to lead the Black gay community. 
Some feel that the Blackheart Collective in 
New York City espouses a kind of ‘‘gay Black 
nationalism.”’ And it has been intimated that 
the Committee of Black Gay Men differs from 
NCBG in that the former is more racially 
exclusive. 

Yet a paradox exists, since even the new 
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politics has interconnecting links with white 
gays. In San Francisco, Gwen Craig sym- 
bolizes those Black gays who form part of 
this bridge. So does A. Billy S. Jones, who 
helped found NCBG and now heads BWMT 
International. In D.C., Mel Boozer is another 
example, being once the first Black president 
of the Gay Activists Alliance, and now head- 
ing the mostly Black political club named 
after Langston Hughes and Eleanor Roose- 
velt. James Credle is another such person, ap- 
pearing on Tony Brown’s televised Black 
Journal, and then becoming a keynote 
speaker for New York’s Pride Day. Gwen- 
dolyn Rogers is still another example, pro- 
viding a bridge between the general gay 
movement, the Black gay movement, and 
various anti-war Causes. 

These individuals, and others like them, 
are mostly responsible for the increasing 
visibility of Black gay politics. Everywhere 
one looks, new periodicals, organizations, 
churches, social groups, and conferences are 
springing up. New Black lesbian publications 
just announced include Ache in Oakland; and 
Women of Color Newsletter in such an unex- 
pected place as Milwaukee, Wisconsin. And 
the NCBG newsletter has evolved into a full- 
fledged magazine. In Washington, Sidney 
Brinkley publishes the oldest continuing 
Black gay periodical, Blacklight, with an 
ever-increasing professionalism in both 
graphics and content. And there is 
Diplomat/Attache, with a national edition 
and one for D.C. No movement can exist 
without a press; and these are just a few of 
the leading voices. 

Organizations of Black gays also continue 
to be formed. These range from Dignity 
Third World (for Black Catholics) to a Black 


chapter of Parents and Friends of Lesbians _ 


and Gays in Chicago. Some of the newest 
organizing has happened on the West Coast, 
in San Francisco under Billy Jones and Tony 
Henry, and in Portland, Oregon, under the 
guidance of ‘“‘Amani.’’ Then there is the 
Langston Hughes-Eleanor Roosevelt 
Democratic Club in D.C. 

Since the formation of the first Black gay 
church in Harlem, in connection with the 
Universal Fellowship of Metropolitan Com- 
munity Churches, pastored by the Rev. 
Renee McCoy, others unrelated to MCC have 
formed (all within the past two years) in 
Washington, Chicago, Philadelphia and 
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Brooklyn. For the first time ever, MCC chur- 
ches in Portland and Columbus, Ohio, also 
have Black pastors. 

Chicago now has a Mr. Black Midwest 
Contest (though definitely non-political in in- 
tent), and separate Black forums on AIDS 
have been held in several cities. Last year was 
also the occasion of the first National Les- 
bians of Color Conference; anda second Na- 
tional Conference for Third World Lesbian- 
Gay Christians will convene this fall. The 
Third World Lesbian and Gay Conference 
held in Berkeley during Gay Pride week was 
the third such conference since 1979. 


ndeniably, Washington, D.C. is the 

focal point of Black gay politics, and 

understandably so, since it has a 
predominantly Black population (hence, a 
proportionately larger Black gay population), 
and since it also has the largest concentration 
of middle-income Blacks anywhere in the na- 
tion (and Black gay politics, like it or not, is 
a middle-class phenomenon). 

D.C., consequently, might be expected to 
set the pace for what happens in the Black 
gay political movement nationwide. Certain- 
ly, this has been the case until now. The 
NCBG formedin D.C., which also served as 
the site of the first national Third World Les- 
bian/Gay Conference. One could also men- 
tion the city’s five all-Black and gay social 
clubs, four all or partly Black owned bars and 
coffeehouses and clubs, two Black gay 
magazines, the largest Black lesbian organiza- 
tion anywhere (Sapphire Sapphos), the on- 
ly fully-functioning Black gay church (Faith 
Temple) which has opened a branch church 
in Brooklyn, a Black-led Democratic club, 
and both a local NCBG chapter and a 
Washington office (whose executive direc- 
tor is Gil Gerald). In addition, a growing 
number of political appointees are Black 
gays, including Colevia Carter, the first to 
serve on the city’s Human Rights 
Commission. 

Here also was formed the first gay student 
club located on a Black university campus. 
And Black gays in Washington have set 
another precedent by convening the first 
city-wide Black gay conference under the 
leadership of Lawrence Washington. Not on- 
ly this, but less than a year ago, a dozen Black 
lesbian and gay leaders demanded—and 
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got—a personal visit from the head of the Na- 
tional Gay Task Force, whom they took to 
task for racism in NGTF. Many persons 
believe that Washington’s Black gay com- 
munity may prove to be a bellwether for the 
development of Black gay politics in the 
future. 

In addition to the increasing visibility and 
growth of Black gay politics, one is also con- 
fronted with what appears to be a growing 
sophistication in the movement. It is perhaps 
too much to ask that such a young move- 
ment demonstrate signs of maturity belong- 
ing to long-time existence, yet there are in- 
dications that this is happening. For instance, 
in partisan politics, no longer is there just one 
Black gay candidate, but several. In recent 
primaries in D.C., two activists, Gil Gerald 
and Phil Pannell, sought to become elected 
as delegates to the Democratic Convention. 

Take another example: Black gays in this 
city are willing to challenge other Blacks, 
both gay and non-gay, for principles which 
(because all parties concerned are Black) go 
beyond issues related to race. Black gays in 
Faith Temple have picketed a Black church 
and are now challenging a Black gospel sta- 
tion. Ray Melrose, former head of D.C. Coali- 
tion of Black Gays, led other Blacks in stag- 
ing a Sit-in protest inside the congressional 
office of D.C.’s delegate to the House, Walter 
Fauntroy. Anda Black attorney, Jim Mercer, 
is representing a Black lesbian couple in a suit 
against a Black-owned gay nightclub that 
allegedly discriminated against women. Both 
Black and women board members govern- 
ing the city’s Pride week also recently fired 
the Black lesbian who had been its 
coordinator. 

Yet all is not well in Black gay politics. On 
the national scene, Black leadership has not 
been wholly supportive of the Barry era of 
pro-gay activism. Mayor Andrew Young in 
Atlanta still refuses to designate a Gay Pride 
Week, and equivocated in an Advocate inter- 
view about gay rights. The U.S. Army has 
discharged Perry Watkins, who led a brave 
fight against armed service regulations 
outlawing gays. 

Eddie Murphy continues his diatribes 
against the gay community, too. And it is 
hard to say who caused the most embarrass- 
ment: Black Muslim Louis Farrakhan’s 
repudiation of ‘“‘sissified behavior’ or the 
three Black male prostitutes in Mississippi 
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who alleged (and then denied) that they had 
had sex with the governor. Meanwhile, 
Muslims in Baltimore picketed City Hall, pro- 
testing gay rights provisions being added to 
a bill. And the Bay State Banner, a Black 
newspaper in Boston, refused an advertise- 
ment for a Black candidate sponsored by 
gays. 

There have also been setbacks in the 
‘model city”’ for Black gay politics. Howard 
University’s Lambda Student Alliance has 
disbanded after several years of much- 
opposed activity. Mel Boozer was removed 
as head of the Washington office of NGTF. 
And the two Black gay candidates seeking 
delegate status to the Demo conclave were 
both soundly defeated, finishing in 26th 
place and worse, in what many observers 
regard as the first real test of Black gay 
political power (since no acknowledged 
Black gays have run for elected office 
before). 

There is also developing evidence that the

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same evils that afflict others also entrap the 
Black gay movement. Asa whole, most have 
been cowardly in the face of the anti-Semitic 
remarks of Jackson and Farrakhan. But both 
gays and non-gays, Black and white, were ap- 
palled when Gil Gerald, head of the NCBG 
Washington office and a delegate candidate, 
said he personally opposed continuing aid to 
Israel and when the mostly Black Democratic 
Club in D.C. censured and removed one of 
its two co-chairs because he dared to criticize 
Jackson for his anti-Semitic remark and for 
not repudiating Farrakhan. 

Other difficulties, as well, are being faced 
by the movement. More than three-fourths 
of the chapters once affiliated with NCBG 
have dissolved for lack of support. Even the 
vibrant group known as Philadelphia Black 
Gays has gone under. 

There is also some concern in some 
quarters about the growing conservative 
mood in the country and in the Black gay 
community. One person said, ‘‘You have to 
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look long and hard to find anybody who’s . 
‘come out’ recently.”’ Ata time when ascend- 
ing political influence depends upon a grow- 
ing cadre of openly gay Black persons, such 
news does not augur well for the future. 

Even the purported ‘“‘victory’’ negotia- 
tions over the recent March on Washington 
were overblown, insiders say. Some civil 
rights leaders did participate in a press con- 
ference, but have failed to follow through on 
their promise of continuing dialogue. Even 
the much-touted presence of a gay speaker, 
Audre Lorde, was not really an achievement; 
planners had early on decided to include a 
gay person in the brief litany section. The de- 
mand for a 5-minute speaker was never ac- 
cepted, Lorde was limited to the litany sec- 
tion (and placed at the end when most of the 
crowd had dispersed), was forced to have 
her remarks reviewed and censored 
beforehand, and then was not accorded easy 
access to the podium. ‘“‘All in all, it was 
nothing but asymbolic gesture, but the gay 
community was led to believe that the 
negotiations with Black leadership had been 
successful,’’ said one person. 

All of which simply supports the conclu- 
sion of this analysis: that Black gays have 
achieved visibility, but wield no real political 
power at present. Linked to this is the atten- 
dant growth of support for gay rights among 
some prominent Black-figures; but even this 
is probably not directly the result of Black 
gay influence as much as it is due to other 
factors. 

This is, of course, only one part of the 
story. The other part is the overall growth of 
the movement, which despite some set- 
backs, is well-founded and led by an ex- 
perienced group of Black gay men and 
women. Because the confluence of the right 
people in the right place at the right time, 
Black gay politics (in both movement form 
and in electoral politics) has a bright future. 
As someone has said, “‘Our time has come.”’ 
It certainly is on its way, if not quite here yet.

WANDERGROUND

udio tapes, especially personal inter- 

views, provide an intimate portrait 

very different from the printed 
word. That's why recording the stories and 
voices of lesbians is central to the work and 
collection policy of the West Coast Lesbian 
Collections. In 1981, Rosalie Nichols, along 
time activist in San Jose, told us about grow- 
ing up as a Miwok Indian, coming out in 
1950's Sacramento, and working in the les- 
bian community. Nikki was the co-founder 
of Lesbian Voices, a literary magazine, and 
currently is the editor of the gay Our Paper 
in San Jose and co-owner of Ms. Atlas Press 
in San Jose. The following is an excerpt from 
that interview: 


[Nikki:] Our family was not what you would 
call a respected family. My father was from 
Kansas, and my mother was an Indian. We 
were very poor and lived in a little shack. 

It's bad enough having that against you, 
but when the cops bring you home...It was 
May 8, 1955. A day I will never forget. I was 
seventeen, in my junior year of high school. 
I went out with an older friend to a movie 
and a drive in the country. We were having 
a great time, telling funny stories, and all of 
a sudden here comes a sheriff's car with the 
red light blaring. At first they were just go- 
ing to tell her to move because it was a nar- 
row road. Then they looked at us. She was 
about thirty-five, short hair, trousers, tailored 
shirt with French cuffs—the whole bit. I hap- 
pened to be wearing a dress that night. Here 
was this obvious—what we called 
obvious—dyke. 

They took her out of the car and were 
questioning her, asking her things like ‘‘do 
you like women?” and ‘‘do you come here 
alot?” I sat in the car trying to figure out what 
to do. They put me in the back seat and 
started questioning me. Then we drove by 
my high school. I told them that I had straight 
A’s in my classes and I might get a scholar- 
ship to the university. They talked about it 
and decided that they were not going to ruin 
my life. 

But they took her to headquarters and kept 
questioning her. She was a federal employee. 
In 1955 you could be fired for being gay and 
there was nothing to protect you. I kept im- 
agining that she must be scared that she 


would lose her job or be thrown in jail for 
contributing to the delinquency of a minor. I 
never admitted anything, but it stayed with 
me for years. Talk about feeling like a 
criminal. If you were gay, technically you 
were not criminal, but for all purposes, you 
were treated that way, and pretty soon. you 
tended to think of yourself that way. 


[WCLC.] How soon after this incident did 
you go out on your own as a lesbian? 


I guess you could say that I entered lesbian 
life on my Own when I was seventeen, just 
shortly after. The first lesbian bar I went to 
Was in Sacramento, called the Twin Cables. 
It was the only lesbian bar. I brought my fake 
“id.” If you were under age, you were 
‘“poison.”’ Nobody wanted to have anything 
to do with you. You were put through an in- 
itiation period...treated like dirt. 

The Twin Cables was like other bars of the 
time. The straights were out in the front, and 
the gays were in the back. There was a door 
which separated the two sections. They had 
a Signal set up so if the police came around, 
you would exchange partners and dance 
with the gay men. 

In those days, you always checked to see 
where the back door was in case of a raid. 
The bars paid off the police, but the ABC 
[Alcoholic Beverage Commission] were the 
ones which raided the bars. They would try 
to arrest someone on the charge of lewd con- 
duct, and then pick up everyone for frequen- 
ting a house of ill repute. Then, with that ex- 
cuse, they would close it down. 


Did the women you met at these bars tell 


you stories about their early days or the 


women they had known? 


We really did not talk much about it. I can’t 
remember any special phrases or anything 
like that. One woman I knew was a lesbian 
in the 1940’s, and she told me about the 
women who would go out in drag to the 
straight bars looking like a woman anda man. 


Do you remember what it felt like hear- 
ing these stories? 


I used to worry about what happened to 
lesbians when they got old. We did not have 
any role models which you could pattern 
your life on. If you're gay, you don’t know. 
The ones you saw in the bar were the singles 
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trying to get attention, and you felt sorry for 
them. They seemed alone and drinking. The 
“happily married” ones had security and 
satisfaction, but you did not see them in the 
bars. If you saw couples in a bar, you 
wondered what was wrong with them. In 
those days, there were no discussion groups. 
No nothing. 

I have to say that I was glad when I moved 
closer to the Bay Area and found more than 
bars and baseball. Everyone wasn’t into Elvis 
Presley and convertibles and white shoes. 
Those were status things I just couldn’t get 
into. 

Soon after I came here, a friend of mine in 


Oakland took me to a DOB [Daughters of’ 


Bilitis] party. It was a Valentine's Day party 
at Del Martin and Phyllis Lyon’s home, I 
think in’56 or '57. Then, I went to some of 
the Friday night meetings when I came of 
age. We ended up talking about the same. 
things all the time: butch, femme, how to. 
come out to your family, and what to do- 
about being gay at work and all those office 
parties when everyone brought a husband or 
boyfriend. We compared experiences. But 
there was not the political theories about les- 
bianism to argue about like today. We never 
solved anything. When you get down to it, 
I guess the subjects are pretty much the same 
today. 


Did you become an active member of 
DOB? 


I was not a member, because I was not 21 
yet. I did not want to jeopardize the organiza- 
tion. In those days, even the cover of The 
Ladder {|DOB's magazine] had “‘for adults on- 
ly”’ on it. So to get around that problem, | 
went to The Ladder mailing parties, and 
then, | could get my copy of the magazine. 


Looking back, what do you think was 
DOB’s greatest contribution? 


DOB was a life saver for many of us. I don't 
know what I would have done if I had been 
left to only the bar and baseball crowd. DOB 
was the first step for lesbians to come out 
publicly in this country. It was trashed then, 
and sometimes today, as being too conser- 
vative, because its goal was to help lesbians 
be accepted into society. But in those days, 
it sounded good. It was a big first step, when 
you think about it. And The Ladder as a 
publication? How can you even estimate it? 
So many of the lesbians writing today got 
their start in 7he Ladder. It was a com- 
munication tool which reached women all 
over the country. When you try to imagine 
the non-existence of DOB and The Ladder, 
you wonder where we would be. So many 
other things would never have happened. At 
least, they would have taken much longer. 


When did you first become involved in 
lesbian politics? 


I was never involved with politics until | 
was fired from a job for being gay. I guess that 
I was like everyone else who said, ‘““Who, 
me? I don’t have any problems. What’s the 
deal?” When you get fired, you think dif- 
ferently. It changed how I felt about my 
straight friends. I had not demanded much 
before. I was tolerant of their prejudices. But 
when someone tried to get me fired, I looked 
to my straight friends and wondered where 
they stood. It radicalized me and made me 
look at people and demand more of them. I 
would not be friends with someone who 
would sanction injustice. 


This experience made you politically ac- 
tiveas a gay woman, but it was not new for 


you to be politically involved.

ur forebears, women and men of 

antiquity, went far with perfuming 

themselves, both for beauty and 
health. Inhaling the essences affected our 
nervous systems, calmed or excited us, 
removed fear. As human beings, we became 
desirous to smell like flowers, attract lovers 
with our scent like animals in heat, contro! 
our fellow beings by smelling a certain way, 
and affect their nervous systems as well. 

Ruling queens of many countries used it. 
Cleopatra had her own distilleries. Jesus used 
essences of oils. We anointed prophets with 
it, and we still anoint the kings and queens 
of England with them in order to make their 
coronation legal. Essences of frankincense 
and myrrh can be found in all religious in- 
stitutions, each using them as in the old days 
for spiritual renewal, calmness, and also to 
project both spiritual and royal authority in 
the minds of those who smell it. 

Witches carried the art of perfumery into 
the modern times, where potions could be 
used to keep away the evil eye, bend people 
towards one’s will, or fascinate and attract 
the ones we desired. Marie Lavaou in New 
Orleans left a perfume industry behind, with 
secret formulas sold all over the world. 

However, another industry also grew up 
in modern times, the fashion perfume in- 
dustry. Scents are no longer mixed according 
to some order of things to heal, but just to 
smell different, to create a new label, anew 
designer scent. Today’s perfumes have 
nothing to do with natural essences; all is 
synthetic. Ladies who line up at the perfume 
counters at I. Magnin or Emporium Capwell, 
sniffing the test-bottles, are sniffing the faint 
memories of flowers, laboratory-made 
illusions. 

I guess the only requirement from the per- 
fumeries is that we don’t break out in rashes 
from it, or get sick on the first sniff. Nobody 
much reviews scents as we review fashions. 
Who are those inheritors of ancient arts ac- 
countable to? The only measure of their suc- 
cess is how well they sell. And what they sell 
are commercials, stories, illusions, what im- 
ages the scents invoke in your head. 
Unspoken promises: if you wear any of these 
scents you will attract romance. 
(‘Charles”’...‘‘Kathryn’’....‘May I ask you 
something?”’...Kathryn closes her eves and 
music rises. Share the fantasy.) The witches’ 
pouons have been ripped off. 

I love essences and appreciate good smell- 
ing people around me, so | started research- 
ing perfumes by pacing myself over several 
weeks, going to smell the perfumes offered 
to us with such vehemence for Christmas, 
Valentine’s Day and other holidays. I took lit- 
tle swabs of cotton to preserve the scents, in 
order to smell them later and make sure I was 
fair. 

My first impression was that the scents 
lacked variety. Mother Nature has so many 
different ways to attract and smell good, it 
makes the perfume industry appear extreme- 
ly limited. I guess it is another phenomenon, 
‘‘acceptable smells.”’ It is pure status, and we 
don’t know who decided that one flower’s 
smell is more or less acceptable than another. 

These status smells must have developed 
with the upper class. Probably one cost more 
to produce in the old days, hence they were 
more valued. Today, the perfume industry 
would not be caught dead using one single 
smell, like lilies or roses, but instead uses a 
mixture of smells, with this or that smell as

a “high note.”’ Nowadays, real is more cost- 
ly than synthetics. 

I developed some loose categories for the 
scents under review. For women, we have 
first “‘clean”’ images of disinfectant smells. 
Which are an alcohol smell mixed with 
flowery smells. A sub-category of this is a 
nondescript flowery smell with alcohol that 
doesn't evaporate completely and lingers on. 
The second smeli is alcohol with one domi- 
nant smell of a flower. The third is the 
“romantic smell, a nondescript flowery 
smell muffled by some synthetics, that makes 
Images Of dust’ in the mind 

For men, we have first the “clean” man- 
datory alcohol smell reminiscent of disinfec 
tants. Second is romantic’ basic moss, a big 
seller for men. Then, “honest”? mint, a 
refreshing smell. Last. is “SEXVs 2 ANUSK 
which is muffled as much as possible. 


AS NOW into smelling the wares, in no par- 
ticular order, just as my nose can bear it. 

L air du Temps. My drama teacher uses this. 
She says she likes it because it is “light.” This 
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and attempt to smell like someone who is. 

[turned to some old-timers, like “‘My Sin”’ 
by Lanvin. I remembered this scent from 
when I was a housewife and tried to make 
myself appear more adventurous than I ac- 
tually was. This time it just smelled non- 
descript, trying to be flowery, which it 
wasn t. 

Jat Ose from Paris. Here we buy more 
than commercials. We buy French 
mythology. “French guys know their 
fashions.’ “French women know what to 
wear: French guys know how to. sell 
Americans—anything.”’ This was a bitter 
smell, and it defied all my categories. It was 
honestly thickish, and the fear it conjured up 
on my mind was that this thing might never 
come off my body. I liked the name, the 
myths, but not the liquid in the bottle. 

Anats Anais. The commercial promised us 
a delicate feeling, our hair would blow in the 
wind, our skin would shimmer through hazy 
lenses. The name also hints of liberation. 
What a disappointment! A classic alcohol 
smell, hence “clean.” It mellowed, however, 
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scent fits comfortably under ‘‘clean,”’ with its 
nondescript flowerish smell. The -alcohol 
evaporate soon, and as the day wears on, the 
smell changes to just a dense ‘‘perfume”’ smell. 
The promised swans on the lake, the lavish 
party at the castle, the young man behind the 
expensive car door—well, they don’t come 
with the bottle. 

Albert Nippon Eau de Toilette. Fits under 
‘‘sexy’ because the alcohol content is lower 
(hence departing from the ‘“‘clean”’ image in the 
mind). The dominant flower is undefinable 
because there isn’t any. I wore this scent 
around some lady friends of mine, and one of 
them declared that smelling it gave her a 
stomach ache. It quickly turns bitter on the 
body. It has a hint of ‘“‘dusty,’’ which I suppose 
makes it “‘sexy.”’ 

Oscar de la Renta. Here is another 
“designer”’ smell. I like this better because 
it lacked too much alcohol, and the flowery 
smell it had turned honestly chemical. I sup- 
pose this smell is a status smell; wearing it 
makes the other person think you are of the 
upper class, or at least you browse through

into a powder room deodorizer, and ended 
up smelling ‘‘sweet.”’ 

Ciara. Another coinmercial myth that tells 
us we could spread enchantment and 
delicate feelings over the world and on lov- 
ed ones. Ciara came across like a drunk 
(alcoholish) flower (totally unidentifiable) 
scent. It was pungent, which is a rare dare 
among the scents. This scent gave another 
friend of mine an excedrin headache within 
an hour. 

Pavlova. A fresh locker room smell. Sum- 
mer flowers, maybe? May be. 

Chloe. A pleasant mix of flowers at last. I 
Saw a young woman getting this. They like 
it in high school. 

Giorgio of Beverly Hills. Openly status 
smell. “Why wait?”’ is their motto. Put this 
on and you are rich. Ms. magazine ran a 
whole page ad for this scent. I was curious. 
Saleslady told me it had a ‘“‘high note’’ of 
gardenia in it. So it did. Gardenia. It was a 
relief to smell something that could be 
identified. 

Opium. A daring name, considered a

“heavy” scent. The images it conjured in my 
mind were generic. It is light, yes; the odor 
doesn't change much after you put it on. It 
didn't promise to get you high, get you mar- 
ried or get proposed to. It delivered. It’s 
almost forgettable. Maybe it’s for dealers. 

There is one more scent I would like to 
review. It has a woman's name on it: Marilyn 
Miglin. Hurrah for this lady. She decided to 
go back and manufacture sacred oils, put in- 
to them the tried-and-true great healers of the 
mind: lotus oil, Spikenard, palm oils, Myrrh, 
Juniper, Olibanum and even Fo Ti Tieng! She 
called it Pheromone, meaning “to com- 
municate.” Go, Marilyn, go! | took my sam- 
ple home on a cotton swab, to test it better 
later. But when I smelled it the next day, the 
images it conjured up in my mind were of my 
beloved Aunt Elisabeth after a double feature 
at the movies, when | embraced her to say 
goodbye.

I guess moss 
is romantic, because few of us get to lie 
around on moss and make out. It's a little, 
thick on the moss, but it lingers on, however, 
ona ‘small note.” 

One Man Show. Again, we have the 
allowable accepted manly smell, green 
mossy meadows. The image in my head said 
there could be some flowers around the 
edges of this meadow, but not too many. 
This must be what makes it ‘‘acceptable.”’ 

Kouros. If colors could smell, this is the 
smell of green. No moss this time, no special 
flowers; it just smells honestly green. 

Pour Homme. Yes, let the French dictate 
to men also! It smells like mint—a good idea. 
Mint is a healing smell. It takes away 
headaches and is good against colds. 

Pierre Cardin. We are back to mossy, ac- 
ceptable levels of flowers, laced with 
alcohol. 

Calvin. Standard images of clean. This guy 
spent a lot of time in the bathroom. An okay 
smell. 

Royal Copenhagen. Hurrah for a little 
break! It smells like Musk! Natural and indeed 
sexy. So far, my favorite. 

Gucct. Could this be Pavlova? 

Chanel for Men. It is the old and true 
Chanel 5, for women. They counted on men 
to forget how it smells. Besides, it will smell 
different on them, anyway. 

Aramis. My grocer wears it, and he 
mingles well amongst the tomatoes, peaches, 
and apples. It smells slightly like almonds. 


[ is summer already in the Bay Area. 
Walking around on’ the streets, I am 
reminded how good the world smells 
without synthetics. I smell night-blooming 
jasmins, the faint pink smell of plum 
blossoms, lemon flowers, magnolias, 
hyacinths and tulips in some sunny spots. 
I smell the people. Thank heaven, most of 
them wear themselves, just washed, with 
maybe a tiny touch of powder. We smell 
good as people, our natural smell works as 
unconscious attraction for some and 
repellant to others. We will always attract 
and repel; we can’t win them all. This natural 
unconscious scent is important to maintain 


-tn-order-to-sort-out our own feelings, af- 


finities for each other. There is no scent 
which will attract the “right’’ person, or 
make us desirable to anybody who would 
not otherwise be attracted to us. 

Wearing synthetics may be responsible for 
unexplained headaches; absorption through 
the skin may cause allergies we cannot even 
name. People, use natural essences: pat- 
chouli, llang-llang, sandelwood, rose, real 
moss and real mint.

y lover and I came to co-parenting 
through the back door, with 
ambivalence and no small amount 
of confusion. I'd thought about having a 
child for along time, on the edges of my con- 
sciousness, a sort of half promise to myself. 
She'drarely given children a second thought. 

It started as a fantasy, a sort of playful 
“what if that we both enjoyed. It quickly 
became very serious for me, but not for her. 
In fact, the idea literally terrified her. I was 
shocked at the vehemence of the response, 
since we'd shared the beginnings of the idea 
together. 

Immediately our relationship entered a 
period of profound questioning and soul 
searching. Could she stay if I had a child, 
what would her relationship to that child be, 
who would that child be. 

We'd only been together a short time then, 
had lived together for six months or so. But 
I knew that I couldn't give up having a child. 
I'd done that before in another relationship. 


In fact, I'd been willing to give up a lot of 


things I'd wanted in relationships before. 


And so we struggled, and no matter how. 


much LE told her it wasn't so, my lover believ- 
ed my choice of a child was a rejection of her. 
It took us vears to overcome that betrayal on 
each side—mine, that | wouldn't choose of 
to havea child; hers that she could not com- 
pletely participate in the decision. 

Ironic that now, +4 or 5 years later, our 
bond as parents is perhaps our strongest 
bond.

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undergone to come to terms with ourselves 
as a family has been beyond what I might 
have attempted without that bond. I think 
she'd say the same. But we both believe it’s 
crucial to let out the news that not every les- 
bian co-parent started out altogether thrill- 
ed with the idea of giving up spot #1. In the 
strong bonds lesbians often create with each 
other, there sometimes seems to be no room 
for other intense intimacies—and there is no 
more intense intimacy than that of parent to 
child. 

But beyond intimacy issues, or even just 
practical issues of losing spontaneity, keep- 
ing meals on the table, changing diapers, 
there is another issue that seems to me cen- 
tral to my experience of parenting. Having 
a child forces me to face my own childhood 
and the hurts within me. I have reexperienc- 
ed my childhood disappointments, fears, 
angers—and so has my lover. We have used 
each other to trigger a deep look at what 
makes us the way we are and how we need 
to change. 

Of course, I don’t mean to imply that 
Caitlin is the only cause of such dramatic 
change, but often, she’s astrong motivation 
to get to the bottom of things; because, if we 
don't we Il pass it on, this damage done to us. 

And in a lesbian relationship so often these 
original pains seem to be acted out, It was an 
original abandonment, perhaps, that my 
lover felt when I decided to have a child. And 
I experienced something very primal, too.

somehow learned to parent together. Not 
always without judgment, not always 
smoothly, but with respect and caring. And 
the very experience that has separated us has 
brought us close in ways we could not im- 
agine before. We have had to face each other. 

For us, that involved some very substan- 
tial and concrete changes. We had always liv- 
ed with other people, but decided to live as 
just the three of us, to try to learn to really 
be intimate, to work as a unit. We had to 
learn how to share things differently, divide 
the tasks of the relationship differently so 
that we could become two adults both tak- 
ing care of things, there being room for on- 
ly one child. We had to learn how to stand 
by each other even when we disagreed. If 
Marie disciplines Caitlin, even if I disagree, 
I have to back her up. 

And that’s all about learning to let go of 
power—to let her parent. Different but 
equal. It’s infinitely clear that kids step all 
over you if they can divide you. So we crawl 
on towards the goal of letting each other do 
things differently, discussing things as equals, 
allowing for mistakes or different percep- 
tions. Learning to do that has helped me let 
go of some of our other differences, too. 

Years. Of process,. and more ahead: 
Sometimes exhausting. Sometimes Ladmit I 
just want to parent alone, not have to con- 
sider Marie or anyone; but I'm all too aware

of what I get, too. I’m still somehow surpris- 
ed it’s turned out this way, and that’s what 
I think is important for other people con- 
sidering children to know. The future seems 
so unpredictable to me now. And there are 
so many different ways to feel about 
children. I’ve heatd that there’s a bias in our 
community that there’s something “better” 
about co-parenting, and that two partners 
should be thrilled about completely turning 
their lives upside down to incorporate a 
child. But the number of women who ex- 
perience it that way are, in my estimation, 
greatly outweighed by those who aren't in 
that situation. We are single, and we become 
co-parents. We are in non-parenting relation- 
ships, and somehow learn to parent together. 
We choose to single parent etc., etc. lam en- 
couraged by the fact that I could find accep- 
tance no matter what my circumstance. And 
I'm committed to letting people know it’s 
worth hanging in there, even if you don't 
know how it will turn out. 

Things are not always what they seem. 
Two people sharing a child—prototypical 
nuclear in appearance—yet we have follow- 
ed a road with so many curves and twists 
(and still do!), that the way ahead has always. 
been unpredictable at best. There is no 
perfect family fora child. If we'd waited for 
ours to be perfect, somehow I believe we'd 
still be waiting.

When the Democrats 
Come to Town 


ay and lesbian delegates to the 

Democratic National Conven- 

tion will face something of a 

paradox when they stream on- 

to the Moscone Center floor 
July 16th: they’ll be armed with the strongest 
gay rights plank in U.S. political history, but 
they'll have only half their delegation of four 
years ago. 

Through a combination of delegate 
‘“bumping,’’ new selection rules, diffused 
gay backing between candidates, and early, 
irrevocable commitments to candidates who 
pulled out of the race, the national gay and 
lesbian delegation will number only 40—a 
precipitous drop from the 77 who attended 
the New York Convention in 1980. 

Seven San Franciscans will be part of that 
contingent: Supervisor Harry Britt and 
Lieutenant Connie O’Conner as Hart 
delegates; Carole Migden and Sal Roselli as 
Mondale alternates; and Gwen Craig, Joel 
Paul and Jon Henry Koubaas Hart alternates. 

All are enthusiastic about the gay rights 
plank of the platform, which endorses the 
Gay and Lesbian Civil Rights bill now in Con- 
gress, increased AIDS funding, and an end to 
discrimination against lesbians and gays in 
government service, the military and im- 
migration. In another plank, condemning 
violence against gays and calling for study 
and documentation of the problem, “‘for the 
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startlingly first time, the words lesbian and 
gay are mentioned in the document,”’ said 
Harvey Milk Club president Carole Migden. 

“We did not want to be the constituency 
that dare not speak its name,”’ explained Bill 
Krause, aide to Congresswoman Sala Burton 
and gay representative on the Platform Com- 
mmittee. Krause, along with National 
Association of Gay and Lesbian Democratic 
Clubs co-chair Gwen Craig, testified before 
the platform committee in Los Angeles last 


. May, and is widely credited for shepherding 


the strong gay rights language through the 
committee. 

Platform chair and Vice-Presidential 
hopeful Congresswoman Geraldine Ferraro 
hadn't wanted any specific language in the 
document—''Not even the ERA,” said 
Krause. Fellow committee members were 
responsive to general language for gays, ‘‘but 
notat the expense of ruining the party,”’ he 
said. 

Addressing unspoken fears head-on, 
Krause made a final speech before the com- 
mittee in its concluding Washington, D.C. 
hearings in early June. ‘‘The New Right is not 
going to go away if the Democratic Party 
pretends that lesbians and gay men do not 
exist,’ he told the panel. And he reminded 
them that as recently as 1948, Democrats 
were debating whether to include civil rights 
for blacks in the platform. ‘‘I remember look- 
ing up and seeing this black man from 
Alabama,”’ Krause said. ‘‘He was leaning for- 
ward in his chair and really listening.”’ 

When the draft emerged, Krause and Craig 
gotevery word they had requested, and the 
measure was unanimously passed. 

How important is the platform? Reactions 
vary. “It is the only thing that will live 
beyond the memory of a tinsel convention,’ 
contended Carole Migden. ‘‘No one carries 
it around Congress and says, ‘this is what my 
party says, and so I have to vote that way,’ 
countered former Hart Finance Director Jon 
Henry Kouba. ‘It doesn’t work that way in 
this country.”’ 

Krause conceded that the platform is easily 
seen as ‘'fluff.’’ But he insists on its impor- 
tance. “The Democratic candidate for presi- 
dent agreed to it. He has said, in effect, that 
he’s willing to run on it.”’ 

And he argued that the platform will prove 
useful when the National Gay Rights Lobby 
approaches congressional Democrats to sup- 


What They’re Already Saying About Us 


The legendary 14,000 journalists have yet 
to descend, but the national press is already 
beating the bushes for a “gay angle’”’ on the 
Democratic National Convention. 

Sal Roselli, President of the Alice B. Toklas 
Lesbian/Gay Democratic Club, said that in 
the last month and a half he has been inter- 
viewed by CBS, TIME, The Washington 
Post, People Magazine, USA Today, and The 
New York Times.

The article by San Francisco writer Lacey 
Fosburgh goes on to discuss the “resurgence 
of self-consciousness among many 
residents’’ (residents, note, as distinct from 
the squatting homosexual population). And 
Supervisor Quentin Kopp arrives to sound 
the trumpet blast for ‘‘normalcy:”’

port the gay rights bill. 

“Clearly, having the largest political par- 
ty in the country going on record as support- 
ing your issue is significant,’’ Krause said. 


Te size of their contingent has all the 
lesbian/gay delegates concerned, but 
although they agree on the causes, they 
vigorously disagree on solutions. 

All point to the main culprit: lack of a single 
candidate to unify behind. Many of the first 
gay leaders out of the gates endorsed Alan 
Cranston. ‘‘When he dropped out, a lot of 
lesbians and gay men had put their eggs in 
that basket, and suddenly found themselves 
left out of the process,” observed Billy S. 
Jones, coordinator of the National Network 
of Lesbians and Gays for Jesse Jackson. 

“It was devastating,’’ agreed Krause. 

“When Cranston pulled out of the race, seven 
gay delegates were lost in Florida, five in 
D.C., several more from Ohio—‘‘We lost all 
of them.”’ And with only four days to still 
declare for delegates in California after Hart 
‘became viable,’’ many gay Cranston sup- 
porters simply couldn’t scramble aboard the 
Hart, Mondale or Jackson boat in time to 
make the slate, according to Krause. 

Some did, however. Of the seven San 
Francisco delegates and alternates, at least 
three—Migden, O'Conner and Craig—were 
originally Cranston supporters (Harry Britt 
was unavailable for comment). 

Jon Henry Kouba sees the trickle of gay 
delegates as a direct result of an open battle 
for the nomination. Four years ago, Carter's 
remonimation was a forgone conclusion, 


dependent or Republican. The leadership 
of the Democratic Party is out of touch 
catering to special interest groups like the 
gays. The people of this country are more 
traditional than the party thinks. They'll be 
shocked by the group. My constituency was 
absolutely astonished by the Gay Freedom 
Day Parade. A sizable number even express- 
ed revulsion.” 


Not something Quentin would be caught 
saying in this town. 

“I can’t believe that he thinks no one here 
reads The New York Times, ’’ marvelled Bill 
Krause. “I expect he’ll make some sort of 
apology.”’ 

In the long run, Krause said, ‘people who 
use that kind of tactic lose, from Joe McCar- 
thy all the way down.” 

Coming Up! was unable to reach Super- 
visor Kopp at press time.

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freeing up delegates to run on cohesive, gay- 
identified slates (mostly for Kennedy). 
“When there’s any contest, however, it 
tends to suppress one-issue people and bring 
candidate people to the fore,’ he said. 

Gwen Craig blames the poor showing on 
California’s new primary system. ‘Here in 
California, locally and in Southern California, 
we did better under the caucus system.” The 
gay Clubs were “‘very adept” at turning out 
the numbers for the caucuses,’ he said. 

“Then, you just had to show up and file 
some papers.”’ This year, under the com- 
bined caucus/primary system, delegate 
hopefuls could again run for a slate, ‘‘but the 
campaigns had the last say.’’ Even those who 
garnered top votes in the caucuses could be 
asked to step aside for those considered bet- 
ter vote-getters at the polls. “It was a lot more 
important to have balance and draw from 
just about every group in the community you 
could draw from. You could be bumped— 
and some were.” Craig said. 

In San Francisco, gay activist Ron Huber- 
man received enough caucus votes fora spot 
on the slate, but was asked to step aside for 
Asian-American Clifford Lee. In New York, 
according to erstwhile Jackson supporter 
Julienne Malvoux, Percy Reed, member of a 
“pretty cohesive” gay Jackson contingent, 
got bumped by former Manhattan borough 
President Percy Sutton, 

“I think the quota system has really 
worked against gays,’ former San Francisco 
Hart Campaign Director Joel Paul told Com- 
ing Up! 1 wasn’t able to include a number 
of gays and lesbians [on the Hart slate] 
because we had other quotas that had to be 
met. When you're done with selecting all the 
minority groups and community leaders and 
elected officials and people who’ ve given to 
the campaign, there just isn’t room for the 
other groups who don’t have numerical 
quotas.” 

Sal Roselli’s answer is to push for gay and 
lesbian inclusion in the party’s affirmative ac- 
tion policies for delegates. ‘Forty-five to fifty 
delegates out of 7000? That's below one per- 
cent. That’s obviously unjust,’ he said. 

Roselli disagrees with Craig, who would 
like to return to the caucus system. ‘‘The

everend Jerry Fall Well is coming to

At the risk 
of offending Republicans, I don’t find it in- 
conceivable that his visit in this particular city 
at this particular time has something to do 
with his relationship with Reagan and White 
House re-election strategy.

tion for his reactionary movement he needs, 
justas he always has, from gays. And he will 
set the convention, gay rights issues, and the 
Democratic party on their respective asses. 

This is a time for cool thinking. This is a 
time to Outwit Fall Well. This is a time to 
make him look like the jerk he is. He makes 
about as much sense as Joe McCarthy did in 
the fifties. Fall Well has peaked, and he is on 
the way out, unless we help him. 

Let’s go for that one-third of Americans 
who are uncommitted. Remember we have 
one-third of the American public who are 
already on the side of gay and lesbian rights. 
Let's face Fall Well with something he 
doesn't have: let’s present him with a lesson 
in dignity. 

I would like to suggest a game plan: 

1) No matter what kind of party he throws, 
stay the hell away. Wouldn't it be nice if he 
frantically sought someone to shoot down 
and came up without a target?

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direct primary system is much more 
democratic. Maybe the caucus system work- 
ed in California because gays here are more 
visible and active.”’ 

But in other states, where he compares 
gays’ position to that of black 20 years ago, 
he believes the system hasn't served gays as 
well. Roselli said his affirmative action pro- 
posal is gathering the support of gay 
democratic clubs nationwide, and he 
believes that other delegates—women, 
minorities, and labor—will support it as well. 

The other San Francisco gay delegates had 
more tempered enthusiasm for the idea. 
“Quotas become a thorny issue,’ warned 
Craig. Billy Jones expressed concern that a 
“quote system tends to make lesbians and 
gays very lazy about building networks in 
coalitions, and I frown upon that. I'd rather 
have us move into politics by building coali- 
tions, because we're a very broad-based 
politically, as opposed to a special interest, 
group.’ 

Bill Krause wasn’t sure that a percentage 
quota would make sense. ‘‘I'd hate to see us 
get limited to a ten percent gay delegation 
from San francisco, and then have to come 
up with ten percent from Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama,” he said. 


(): other issues, the delegates are in 
rough agreement. Most share Craig's 
strong preference for a woman vice- 
president, “not just because I want a woman, 
but because it’s good strategy. The ticket 
needs something to electrify people.’ Craig's 
first choice, although not yet a firm one, 
would be Congresswoman Geraldine Fer- 
raro. ‘She's from New York, is working 
class, and is a Catholic feminist. You can’t get 
more balanced,” she chuckled. 

Roselli would also like to see a Woman VP, 
but admitted that he was ‘“‘not secure that 
Hart supporters will get excited about Mon- 
dale without Hart on the ticket.”’ 

All stressed interest in issues other than 
strictly lesbian/gay ones. ‘‘There will 
definitely be a gay stripe in the peace and 
Central America group,’ Craig said; and Joe 
Paul said many gay delegates see themselves 
equally defined as peace and environmental 
activists. 

Will the convention be a boon to San Fran- 
cisco’s gay and lesbian community? “‘If the 
media focuses on Sister Boom Boom or 
Dykes on Bikes, then it will be no help,” 
Connie O'Conner said. She'd prefer the press 
spotlight gay lawyers and teachers, ‘‘so peo- 
ple will understand that we're not all 
colorful.” 

“IT don't think we have to be defensive 
about media coverage at all,’ said Krause. *'I 
don't think we have anything to fear from 
people seeing us in all of our manifestations.

If we are to be permitted to live in this coun- 
try, it has to be as we are.” 

Sal Roselli doesn’t intend to wait for the 
mainstream press tO COver gay issues 
{although it already has—see sidebar]. He 
plans to publish Alice Reports daily during 
the convention. ‘‘Thousands of people are 
going to come here who sincerely believe 
that they’re never met a gay person in their 
life.’’ He wants to show that gays cut across 
all economic and racial lines; he also will 
stress the ‘‘truth and facts about AIDS.”’ 

How will our community affect the 
delegates? All those interviewed felt the Na- 
tional March for Gay and Lesbians Rights will 
be a powerful and positive statement to the 
delegates, although all expressed a desire for 
the march to be held in Dallas, where the 
“real roadblock to gay rights exists,’ said 
Kouba. 

And how will the San Francisco environ- 
ment affect individual delegates? ‘I suspect 
that it will mean that a lot of gay and lesbian 
delegates from other states will be more up- 
front, more Outspoken than they might 
otherwise be. 

He paused for a moment, then brighten- 
ed. ‘‘Maybe the mayor of some backwater 
Southern town will turn up at the Elephant 
Walk. We'll have to have CBS News park out- 
side Maude’s and see who shows up!”’ 

As Coming Up! goes to press: 

Due to some last-minute scrambling by the 
Democratic Party, recognizing the shortage 
of gay delegates, Gwenn Craig has informed 
us that the number in the national caucus has 
jumped to Ol delegates, alternates and com- 
mittee members. She says, *‘Since we pick- 
ed up people four years ago at the 
convention—people we weren't even aware 
of—it may be that we're looking at pretty 
much the same number as last time gore ae 
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Coming Up! has autHorized and supported the’research and writing of this 
bathhouse report. The debate over what action our community should take 
regarding the status of the bathhouses has sharply divided us. Discussion 
often takes place in the arena of personal prejudices, political agendas, and 
uninformed speculations. Factual information about the sexual activity that 
takes place in the baths and the possible risks that gay men are exposing 
themselves to has been virtually non-existent. 

The immediate impetus for this report was the disclosure of the bathhouse 
report prepared by the San Francisco police Department at the request of 
Mayor Feinstein. That report remains confidential, and has only publicly been 
described as ‘steamy.’ Coming Up! has not been secret with our report. 
The Northern California Bathhouse Association was notified in advance, and 


they welcomed the opportunity for a factual reporting on bathhouse activity. 

Reporters Michael Helquist and Rick Osmon centered their research on 
the six gay bathhouses in the city; sex clubs are not included in the report. 
Their visits to the bathhouses occured over an eight-day period in mid-June. 
They spent a minimum of three hours at each facility. Frequently they told 
bathhouse patrons that they were writing about the baths: sometimes they 
simply said they had come to see what was happening. 

Helquist and Osmon describe their experiences in graphic language. Sex- 
ual institutions need to be talked about in sexual terms. Clinical descriptions 
used by doctors and politicians ignore the erotic nature of the baths. Civil 
rights advocates often defend the baths on grounds of rights to privacy, 
while sidestepping the reality of the sexual acitvities. 

The terrible sweep of AIDS through San francisco will only claim a greater 
toll if decisions about education and prevention for gay men are not based 
on frank discussions and acknowledgements of the actual means of 


transmission. 


In order to understand what was happening at the baths, it was necessary 
for Helquist and Osmon to enter the private rooms. They write, ‘We decided

An Erotic Environment

individual facilities during our visits 


to the six baths. Clearly a great majority of 


gay and bisexual men no longer go to the 
baths; many never did. Others—gay and 
nongay—may find them unappealing, imper- 
sonal, and unsatisfying. For those men who 
continue to frequent the baths, the major at- 
traction is the erotic stimulation found there. 

Our descriptions here result from an ap- 
preciation of the sexual energy found in 
bathhouses. A nongay observer may only see 
long, lurid hallways with rooms on either 
side, doors opening and closing, men enter- 
ing and leaving, and a seemingly endless 
walking around routine with apparently lit- 
tle sex. But gay and bisexual men who are 
“into it” often experience a sense of intrigue 
and anticipation, an overall sense of sensual 
arousal, an appreciation of gay male sexual 
identity, and sometimes an obsessive com- 
pulsion. Stimulation can occur without any 
sexual activity at all. The dynamics of all 
these elements can be volatile; not uncom- 
mon are periods of boredom, a sense of 
wasting time, a frustration over lack of sex- 
ual contacts, and an uneasiness over com- 
pulsive feelings. The experience involves a 
very complex set of emotions, expressed by 
many of the men with whom we spoke. 

There’s an immediate sense of relief upon 
entering the baths. The attendant buzzes you 
through the door into a warm, controlled en- 
vironment where the worst thing likely to 
happen is boredom. The facility is relaxing, 
removed from the alcohol and smoke of the 
bars, from the judgmental eyes of society, 
from the insanity and random violence of the 
streets, and from the pressure to be either 
politically correct or socially correct for the 
benefit of others. Other amenities often take 
the edge off the sexual energy. There’s usual- 
ly plenty to do without having sex at all, in- 
cluding exercise classes, gyms, feature 
movies, reading, parties, sunbathing. Fan- 
tasies can easily be realized without fear of 
offending lovers, friends, wives or family. 
The non-threatening aspect of the baths, a 
Place where men acknowledge their com- 
MON sexuality, sometimes without a word 
spoken, establishes them as an erotic 
environment. 


I twas late; | was getting tired and feel- 
ing less motivated to initiate any more 
‘bathhouse behavior’ conversations. | 
stood in the video porno room watching the 
scenes of one very hot man getting fucked 
by another. The actors didn't seem to be 
very passionate, or maybe it was just my 
&rowing fatigue. As I turned to leave the 
room, a tall muscular man walked by. He 
was naked, with a towel wrapped around 
him. His body was firm, with one of those 
washboard stomachs and a well-developed 
chest. And he had a large cock—all in all a 
good enough reason to walk around naked. 

We exchanged eye contact as he passed 
me, | paused and then followed him down 
the hallway. I turned down the aisle to my 
room, unlocked the door, and stood in the 
doorway, excited that he might be interested 
and circle back to my room. And there he 
was at the end of the hallway. We watched 
each other, quickly oblivious to others walk- 
ing by. He began to rub his hands over his 
body. [retreated into my room, dimmed the 
light a bit, left the door open, and reclined 
on the bed, awaiting his arrival. 

In moments he stood outside my door, 
leaning against the opposite wall. His gaze 
was intense and sertous. He pulled on his 
cock; tt was now in full erection. I did the 
same. Finally he came into the room. I lean- 
ed around him and closed the door 


We found that several men were drawn to 
the baths especially for this erotic excite- 
ment. Sometimes the men with whom we 
spoke were in long-term relationships and 
would come to the baths with their lovers to 
spark flickering sexual desires in each other. 


I paid the one-time charge, got my 
towel and complimentary rubber, along 
u'tth a key to a locker. I decided against 
wearing justatowelas 1 would usually do. 
Instead, I just took off my shirt. On the third 
floor, in one of the many rooms along the 
hallway, lsaw aman lying on a double bed 
on his stomach. He was wearing only a 
black leather vest. Neatly laid out on the bed 
beside him were a condom, a jar of lubri- 
cant, a butt plug, and five flesh-colored 
latex dildoes, all shaped ltke erect cocks, of 
increasing size from the standard 8 inches

to have sex ourselves in the bathhouses and felt our activities would provide 
greater insight into the nature of current bathhouse behavior, high risk and 
safe sex. We also decided that our sexual experiences could illustrate such 


activity in the baths. 


‘We saw our challenge clearly: to recreate an actual environemnt for our 
readers’ greater understanding. We had already established our individual 
Standards for appropriate risk reduction in our own sexual behavior. We 
maintained our standards throughout these visits. We suggest only to others 
that they seriously consider and adopt standards of risk reduction based on 
guidelines provided by the San Francisco AIDS Foundation. 

By printing this report, Coming Up! neither encourages nor discourages 
the use of bathhouses by gay and bisexual men. Additionally, since the 
report does not address the sex clubs, porno movie theatres and 
bookstores, there is still no factual accounting of the situations there. Could 
those institutions also stand the test of the spotlight? The information on the 
bathhouses is presented here to assist each individual in making his own 
decision about appropriate and safe behavior 


to the largest, which was nearly the size of

! was alittle impressed, intrigued, and in- 
timidated. The man looked over his 
shoulder at me and smiled. He was hand- 
some with a trim body. After a few trips past 
his door—each time he smiled, sometimes 
he raised his butt some—I decided to enter. 

“How are you?" 

He smiled and said, ‘‘Sit down.’ 

He asked how my evening was going; then 
we talked for awhile about the baths. He re- 
mained lying on his stomach, and | putmy 
hand on his thigh, carresed his leg, and 
gradually moved to his ass, which u ‘as firm 
and inviting. 

“You have a really nicé ass,’ 1 told him. 


He encouraged me, ‘‘Why don't you play 
with it.’’ 

So I rubbed his ass, massaged it, and 
moved around to sit more comfortably on 
his bed. Meanwhile, he reached beside him 
and flipped a narrow black leather collar 
over his ass, anunmistakable invitation. I 


felt hesitant; I had decided earlier not to 
fuck around tonight, and I didn’t want to 


be a tease. 

But the invitation was almost irresistible, 
and I slapped his butt a few times with the 
leather strap. He was enjoying it, gasping 
a bit with each slap. It was more fantasy 
than pain, because I wasn't using that much 
strength. 
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I stopped and explained, ‘I’m not going 
to do more right now, I don't want to lead 
you on.’ 

Fine,” he said, ‘but just let me lie across 
your lap so you can spank me a few times.’ 

[ liked that idea, and thought to myself, 
“If this isn't having sex, what is?’ So he 
positioned himself over my lap. During the 
next few minutes, his excitement mounted. 
He was hot to the touch, beginning to sweat. 
[stopped the spanking and helped him take 
Off bis vest. Then I continued a few more 
times. Finally, we stopped, sat up, smiled at 
each other, and began to talk, first exchang- 
ing names. His was Steven. 

I told Steven that this was my first visit 
here, and that I was curious to see what was 
happening at the baths these days. He said 
that this bas become his regular place, since 
the Hothouse closed last year. The 
bathhouse we were in is known as a place 
for fisting. 

“I come here every few months, 
sometimes alone, sometimes with my lover. 
We usually get together with one or two 
others whom we know well. One man—who 
[ only see here—I ve had sex with for the last 
year. That's not anonymous sex in my 
mind. In fact, the main reason I came here 
tonight was to get the phone numbers of 
these other regulars so | can meet them if the 
baths close down.’ 

“What will you do if they are closed?"' 1 
asked. 

“I'll go somewhere else; I'll make ar- 
rangements with my regular sex partners so 
we ll have a place to go. Perhaps my home, 
but I come here because of the atmosphere. 
All the basics are taken care of: the music's 
always playing, someone else does the laun- 
dry, the rooms have slings in them.”’ 

Steven was very up-to-date with the news 
about AIDS, the medical research, the 
science behind the discovery of HTLV-3, the 
possible AIDS virus. I was impressed with 
how much he did know—from the recent 
behavior change symposium held in the city 
to the politics of AIDS that he felt ran ram- 
pant at City Hall. 

‘I think a few of the gay doctors are ad- 
vocating outright celibacy,’’ Steven 
declared. ‘‘These doctors are letting 
themselves be used by the politicians. "’ 

“Do you know of anyone with AIDS? 
Have you seen the physical damage AIDS 
can cause?" I asked. 

‘Who among us any more doesn't know 
someone who has died of AIDS? Someone I 
liked a lot and used to work with—I also 
tricked with him several years ago—died a 
year ago last June. !was very upset, andin 
some ways I still am. There have been 
Others; their deaths have affected me 
deeply.’ 

Steven added, ‘You know, a lot of what 
my lover and I have learned about reduc- 
ing risks with sex we found out at the 
baths. 

“What's tt like coming here with your 
lover?” 
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‘We 've been together for over four years 
now. After that amount of time together, 
our sexual interest in each other comes and 
goes in cycles. One of the ways we rekindle 
the interest ts to come to the baths together. 
Here we can fantasize in our sex play, us- 
ing these rooms, sometimes letting others 
watch us.’ 

Steven continued, ‘What I find so ironic 
about all this bathhouse business is that 
these people encourage gay men to couple 
up for sex, and they tell us to use fantasies 
for safe sex. That's what my lover and I do 
at the baths, and now they're trying to close 
them!” 

We were in a room that came equipped 
with a sling—black leather straps hung 
from the ceiling with chains allowing some- 
one to lie on his back suspended comfor- 


bathhouse controversy, basic questions gain- 
ed spotlight attention: Do gay and bisexual 
men know about AIDS and how to prevent 
it? And do these men alter their sexual 
behavior at the baths to protect their lives 
and the lives of their sexual partners? 
Signs about hygiene and risk reduction are 
everywhere in most of the baths. They 
recommend “Use A Condom When You 
Play’’ and ‘‘Take A Shower Before And After 
Sex,”’ or some other helpful hint. An erotic 
AIDS poster exhorts patrons to ‘Have Fun 


And Be Safe, Too.”’ The messages are brief 


and to the point. Almost all of the facilities 
provided brochures that include safe sex 
guidelines. Some of the baths had the 
popular ‘“‘Can We Talk?” brochure 
developed by the Harvey Milk Lesbian and 
Gav Democratic Club, others offered the 
“Risk Reduction Guidelines’ written by the 
Bay Area Physicians for Human Rights. A few 
bathhouses had both. The signs and 


Peter explained, “with all the 
controversy about the baths, it got me 
thinking about going to one.”’ 


tably with his legs supported. I asked about 
the safety of his preference for getting fisted. 

He replied, ‘‘My doctor has given me the 
same advice now about fisting that he did 
years before AIDS appeared. ‘Do it with 
someone you trust and with someone who 
knows how to do it safely.’ ”’ 

We continued to talk some more, stroking 
each other a little. 

“Can I include some of what you told me 
in my writing?’’ I asked him. 

“Sure. You can use all of it.” 

As our conversation stalled, he put on a 
Jock strap and said he was going to go to the 
John. We hugged and said g00d-night. 


AIDS Awareness 


[: difficult to realize, at least in the gay and 
lesbian community of San Francisco, that 
in May of 1983, the city noted ‘‘AIDS 
Awareness Week."’ Now, only 14 months 
later, AIDS awareness frequently seems so 
high that a little relief from awareness would 
be welcome. Still, the relentless epidemic re- 
mains and increases with new diagnoses and 
deaths nearly every day in this city. 
During the past two years health activists 
have committed themselves to informing the 
general public and high risk groups about 
AIDS, believing information on prevention 
to be the necessary first step towards slow- 
ing the epidemic. In the midst of the 
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brochures have been provided to the 
bathhouse owners free of charge by the San 
Francisco Department of Public Health. 
Owners have displayed the signs 
prominently—at the top of stairways, the 
end of hallways, near the showers—so they 
cannot be missed or ignored. The continual 
visual reinforcement make it easier to men- 
tion safety and health concerns to prospec- 
tive partners. 


I had been going to the baths nearly 
every night for a week, and it was all begin- 
ning to catch up with me. If the halls I had 
walked down were put ina Straight line, I'd 
have been halfway to L.A. In my conversa- 
tions, I was starting to take on the persona 
of Miss Manners of Safe Sex. 

[was sitting quietly in my room with the 
door halfway open when this redbead walk- 
ed in. 

“Hi, my name's Eric. What's yours?” 

This direct, non-sexual approach im- 
mediately put me at ease, so 1 told him my 
name and invited him to have a seat. Fric 


is a professional who works with anumber 
of gay organizations. We talked about 
theatre and books, business and cooking. 

Then he initiated a short discussion on 
the importance of safe sex. Both of us felt 
relaxed and comfortable. It seemed much 
easter to rub and touch each other after our 
Pleasant getting-acquainted session. His 
concerns for safety made him all the more 
attractive to me. The mood grew increasing- 
ly erotic while we took turns giving 
massage, chewing or nibbling on ears. 
necks, and fingers. 

“T want to fuck that ass of yours.” he 
whispered in my ear. 

“OR yeab?” I said. 

“Yeah, but firstlet’s clean up together in 
the shower and finda condom. 1 wantus to 
feel good about this.”’ 

“Even with the condom on, I'd rather you 
not come inside me. Is that ok with you?” 
IT asked. 

“That's fine. Now, let’s go wash."' 


The signs and brochures, the distribution 
of the condoms—these contributed to the 
awareness of taking safety precautions while 
having sex. While this was one kind of AIDS 
awareness, we wondered how much people 
actually knew about what AIDS does to some- 
one. A few men readily mentioned knowing 
someone diagnosed with AIDS. And yet they 
still went to the baths. 

‘I come to the baths because I can relax 
here; it’s an enclosed environment, and I en- 
joy looking at attractive male bodies.”’ 

That was one patron’s response to my 
questions about his regular visits, perhaps 
once every other week, for the last few years. 
His name is Jack; I’ve known him for a few 
years, but we haven’t been in contact for 
some time. We met in the shower room, and 
began talking as we were drying off. 

Jack appeared to be somewhat troubled, 
with a pervasive sadness behind his smile, 
shadowing his eyes. He referred to my 
writing about AIDS and said he appreciated 
the sharing of feelings. And he revealed his 
own difficulties adjusting to the toll of the 
disease. 

‘None of my immediate family or friends 
has been diagnosed, but one of my clients 
died of AIDS last week. And now I'm seeing 
a pair of lovers, one who is near death with 
AIDS.” Jack has been a therapist for several 
years. 

He continued, “I’m very upset and very 
sad about this. I have trouble dealing with the 
helplessness and the frustration.”’ 

Jack spoke freely of his feelings; he knew 
I understood and that I had experienced 
them as well. 

“I still come to the baths,’’ Jack explained. 
It's a pleasant part of my routine. It helps me 
relax and unwind and reduce the tension I've 
been feeling. I don’t rely on the baths for 
much of my sex, but sometimes I have sex 
here.”’ 


AIDS Prevention 


Hees: well informed any person may 
be about the need for adopting more 
healthful behaviors, the real question re- 
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mains as to whether people have actually 
changed their behavior. Everyone is familiar 
with the difficulty of quitting smoking, con- 
tinuing a diet, or maintaining a regular 
schedule of exercise, despite advice from 
their doctors. Doctors themselves, of course, 
face the same struggles with behavior 
change. Such difficulties were frequently 


mentioned by bathhouse patrons who spoke - 


of their efforts to adopt safe sex practices. 


‘Group Sex/Public Sex 


We have both been to the baths many 
times. Over the last several years, public and 
group sex were not unusual in the orgy 
rooms at most of the baths. On Lesbian/Gay 
Freedom Day in 1982 we remember going to 
the baths and seeing bodies of every descrip- 
tion crowded together in the orgy room. It 
was dark enough to make discrimination 
practically impossible. Men were fucking, 
sucking, and exchanging partners frequent- 
ly. Not all the bathhouse patrons were in the 
orgy room—some preferred more one-on- 
one contact—but those that were, eagerly 
observed or participated in the group 
activities. 

Have things changed at the baths since 
then? Are the orgy rooms still busy? We 
chose busy nights with specials (e.g. ‘‘bud- 
dy night” and ‘$2 night’’) and the weekends 
to see what was happening now. We were 
surprised to find activity in the orgy rooms 
an extremely rare event; in fact, we only 
noticed one occasion during the eleven visits 
to baths that we undertook. Two baths still 
have open orgy rooms with beds [see 
sidebar]. But another has removed the mat- 
tresses. We frequently walked by the rooms, 
but they were always empty. We thought 
that perhaps there ‘would be a spontaneous 
group jack-off, but there weren't any during 
the busy late evening hours. 

During one visit, however, a single couple 
was in the orgy room. The room was well lit 
enough to see clearly. A man in his 40’s was 
giving a massage to a younger man who was 
lying on his back on one of the lower bunk 
beds. It was probably more “‘erotic 
touching” than massage. The younger man 
had an erection. Checking back on the same 
scene 20 minutes later, the couple was still 
there. This time the older man was bending 
over and sucking on the young man’s cock. 
There were four other men in the room, stand- 
ing some distance apart. Virtually all of the sex 
in the room was solitary masturbation, very lit- 
tle activity ‘between individuals’’—to use the 
phrase of Dr. Mervyn Silverman of the Depart- 
ment of Public Health. Things very seldom 
even made it to the “‘footsie”’ stage. 

The video rooms can be very erotic, with 
men jerking off while watching hot men on the 
screen fucking, sucking, whatever. Sometimes 
viewers will watch each other, tantalizing each 
other with their hard cocks, beating off to a 
more immediate audience. 

At times there was mutual masturbation. 
Once we noticed a man bold enough to sidle 
Over to the man beside him and tentatively go 
down on his cock. 

Men would come in and go out, sometimes 
to sit and take a break from walking the 
hallways, sometimes to cruise those in the 
room. When someone left the video room, he 
might be followed by another, hopeful for a 
contact. 

A note about the video features themselves. 
Some bathhouse owners have suggested that 
they offer “safe sex” videos. A long-time tradi- 
tion, certainly pre-dating AIDS, requires video 
sex partners to “‘cum outside” for the benefit 
of the viewing audiences. Because of this, there 
is frequently no exchange of bodily fluids, the 
mainstay recommendation for safe sex prac- 
tices. But the same films may also feature 
higher risk activities, such as rimming, multi- 
ple partners without benefit of showering in 
between, and sometimes fisting. 

Whatever the group sex scene in the baths 
may have been six or nine months, one or two 
years ago, we found that the baths have now 
become facilities almost exclusively devoted 
to individual or couple sexual activities. 


Individual Sex/Private Sex 


Sa was a cute redhead, about 56". 1 
watched him go to his room, lean over to pull 
the key on its elastic cord away from his calf 
and over bis foot, open the door, and enter. 
Soon the light in bis room dimmed a bit, and 


/ walked past his door. He was lying on his bed, 
propped against a pillow and looking out in- 
to the hallway. His towel was draped over one 
thigh and just covered his crotch. He said 
“hello” as I entered his room. 

Sam and I talked a little before, and more 
after, some very energetic safe sex, mutual jerk- 
ing off. Sam came to the baths “Just to do 
something different,’ he said. His lover of five 


years had left earlier in the day for the Russian 


River. 

Sam smiled and said, ‘Joseph's spending the 
weekend with his new boyfriend—an affair on 
the side.” 

“Did Joseph know that you were coming to 
the baths?” I inquired. 

“Ob, yeah, I told him. He just said, ‘Take 
condoms and be careful.’ ” 

Sam and Joseph are new to the city, [ learn- 
ed. Until last July, they had lived in Houston. 

“AIDS hadn't hit Houston very hard then. 
Since coming to San Francisco, we've been 
more careful. We don't have any more wild 
evenings of three-ways and we don't have risky

uring the AIDS’s epidemic, a 

critical need exists to create a 

dialogue with people in the com- 
munity who are at high risk. No one knows 
how many people engage in fisting, but the 
number is not small. The red hankies that 
signify fisting are common in this city. Most 
people react negatively to fisting without 
even knowing what is involved. They think 
it sounds dirty or depraved or impossible or 
stupid. But whether one likes or 
understands fisting should not be the basis 
on which to determine the availability of 
medical information. Just what is fisting 
anyway? 

Fisting is a serious, engrossing process 
and sexual ritual. Before starting, the fistee, 
or ‘‘bottom,’’ thoroughly cleans out his 
bowels with repeated douching. The fister, 
or ‘“‘top,”’ grooms his hands meticulously, 
clipping nails very short and filing away any 
rough edges. The bottom finds a comfor- 
table position. The top spends long periods 
of time, sometimes hours, preparing the bot- 
tom for fisting, massaging and lubricating 
his ass. The top very slowly works his fingers 
into the ass until the whole fist is inside, pay- 
ing strict attention to muscle relaxation and 
reaction and noting carefully the facial ex- 
pressions of his partner for signs of trouble. 
The top has a responsibility to remain in 


complete control of the situation and avoid - 


any movement that would injure the inter- 
nal organs of the bottom. Since most fisters 
enjoy being both top and bottom, they are 
usually extremely conscious of and sensitive 
to the needs of their partners. As a result, 
fisters experience incredible affinity in a suc- 
cessful scene. They have been given very 
little medical information to increase safety, 
however. 

None of the pamphlets published on 
AIDS risk reduction say anything about what 
measures might be taken to reduce the risks 
of fisting. They simply say it is high risk. 
Fisting presents a unique set of medical 
issues, which doctors and educators need 
to define and articulate in a non- 
judgemental way if they want to effect real 
changes in sexual behavior among fisters. 

The ideas presented here are intended 
only as a starting point to generate discus- 
sion on fisting and AIDS and should not in 
any way be construed as medical 
guidelines for safe sex behavior. 

In June | visited Animals and the Slot, two 
bathhouses which have some private fisting 
activity. | spoke with about a dozen men. All 
were well informed about AIDS and all had 
established some precautionary personal 
standards for fisting. Many had been advis- 
ed by their doctors. In the absence of 
uniform, polished guidelines for reducing 
risk, there was confusion and a lack of con- 
sensus about what steps might make their 
activities safer. | called several people in the 


sex. Now we both use rubbers when we have 
sex together. We also use them when we have 
sex with our boyfriends.’ [Sam has been see- 
ing someone else as well]. 


Bathhouse patrons are not necessarily 
regular customers. One man, Peter, said this 
was his first visit to any bathhouse in 5% 
years and only his second visit in a total of 
8 years. He also said he hadn't amy sexually 
transmitted diseases for 11 years. So why was 
he at the baths this particular evening? Peter 
explained, *‘With all the controversy about 
the baths, it got me thinking about going to 
one. But most of all, I've got back problems 
and I wanted to use the jacuzzi here—this 
place has got the best one in town.” 

Whether patrons are regular visitors to the 
baths or not, almost every gay man we met 


and spoke with had developed his own stan- | 


dards for behavior. For example, one man 
was willing to suck a man’s cock and to let 
his partner fuck him without using a con- 
dom. When questioned about the safety. of 


community who are knowledgable about 
fisting. 

Jack Morin, Ph.D., author of Ana/ 
Pleasure and Health, sees fisters in his 
therapy practice and advises those who in- 
tend to continue fisting ‘‘to exclude anal in- 
tercourse, period, unless the person is in a 
monogamous relationship.”’ Dr. Morin sug- 
gest, ‘‘Fisting by itself is probably safer than 
getting fucked.”’ He cautions against multi- 
ple partners, heavy drug use and exposure 
through intercourse. 

Geoff Mains, Ph.D., has just released his 
book Urban Aboriginals, that includes a 
discussion on fisting. He has observed, 
especially among experienced fisters, an in- 
creased attention to hygiene, a substantial 
decrease in the number of partners, and an 
aversion to exchanging bodily fluids. 
Although surgical gloves diminish the 
pleasure of a top, Mains says they are so 


- 


tight that they do allow safe intereaction with 
the bottom. 

Mains also feels that fisting puts enough 
strain on the body so that drugs are not ad- 
visable. ‘Originally, fisting was always 
without drugs; but as it was popularized, 
drug usage became widespread. Now 
there’s a movement to again enjoy it without 
drugs.” 

Mains found the demise of the 
Catacombs, a private fisting club, ironic. It 
was ‘‘the safest, cleanest facility in the city.” 
He described the Catacombs as “spotless 
and disinfected...Education was an ongo- 
ing process. Soap, surgical srub, showers, 
towels, and personal lubricant were 
available in ample supply.” 

Gayle Rubin, a lesbian who is doing 
research on the South of Market culture for 
her Ph.D. degree in anthropology, spent 


this practice, he responded, ‘‘I said I'd let 
someone fuck me; I wouldn't let him cum in- 
side me. I figure if I've decided a cock is clean 
enough to put in my mouth, it’s clean 
enough to put up my ass.”’ An observer judg- 
ing his decision might question the wisdom 
of trusting a new partner's ability and will- 
ingness to fuck without cumming. He sim- 
ply believed he was enough in control of the 
situation to be safe. 

Another man, Charles, said he ‘‘loved to 
get screwed” but he wouldn't allow his part- 
ner to do so without wearing a rubber. 

Both “‘safe sex”’ and higher risk sex occur 
in the baths. We noticed, however, a much 
higher proportion of safe sex. The standard 
precautions were mentioned over and 
over—no fucking without a condom, suck- 
ing but without cumming, no rimming. Our 
experience was that appoximately 90% of 
the men with whom we talked had adopted 
these guidelines and observed them fairly 
consistently. Higher risk activities do occur, 
however. These include rimming, swallow- 


time at the Catacombs and thought it was 
a model facility. According to Rubin, gloves 
and condoms were free and their use en- 
couraged. Patrons showered frequently 
with surgical soap and the club was im- 
maculate. ‘They started educating their 
clientele from the start about safety.’’ Rubin 
insists, ‘People need to actively discuss 
how to interrupt the transmission of the AIDS 
organism in fisting.”’ She would like the DPH 
to provide free or cheap parasite ‘évalua- 
tions, since some medical professionals 
have suggested a possible relationship-of 
AIDS to parasite infection. sae 
‘According to the CDC epidernfelogical - 

study,’’ says Richard Hamilton, MD, ‘‘the 
person getting fisted is actually at lower risk 
for AIDS. He says that, ‘‘the use of surgical 
gloves might be a good precaution because 
mucous from the bowel can enter 
microscopic cuts in the hand."’ The given is 
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that people are willing to risk possible 
trauma. The challenge is to reduce or 
eliminate the risk of AIDS within that context. 
Hamilton suggests people should get to 
know their partners extremely well and their 
medical history. He sees reducing the 
number of partners and not running down 
one’s health as positive steps. 

Geoff Mains reports that there’s been 
some talk of reestablishing the San Fran- 
cisco Fist Fuckers of America in order to 
deal with the political and safety issues of 
AIDS and fisting. 

If anyone wants to save lives, they must 
dispense with their squeamishness over 
unusual sex practices—and sex in general, 
For while doctors and officals moralize, 
fisters are taking unnecessary risks because 
they simply do not have the vital information 
they need.

Non-verbal communication plays a role in 
sexual interactions. A sensitive man can read 
the physical responses of another and will 
reassure a concerned partner about his inten- 
tions without making him feel self-conscious 
and without altering the sexual mood that 
has developed. Such assertiveness and 
responsiveness allows both men to relax and 
enjoy the moment.

Although disappointed, Dominic made it 
clear that he wanted to stay.

“It's ok. I just want to see your ass and 
lay on top of you.” 

In those few seconds, Dominic had 
departed from his own erotic image to con- 
nect with me.

Alcohol and drug use may alter one’s 
steadfastness in maintaining resolutions, cer- 
tainly in adhering to safe sexual practices. We 
did not observe any illegal drug use during 
Our several visits to the gay baths. Three 
patrons did say they were pretty ‘high.’ One 
mentioned marijuana; another, cocaine; and 
the third, “‘crystal,"’ an amphetamine. No one

N\adigated whether their drug use occurred 


inside the facility or outside previous to en- 
try. Afew men displayed and sometimes us- 
ed bottles of “poppers” (nitrite inhalants). 
Poppers— which are legally available on the 
general market—were also sold in many of 
the bathhouses. Those facilities that did sell 
poppers also posted the city-mandated warn- 
ing about nitrite use. 

With only three examples of illicit drug 
use, there really isn’t any conclusion for us 
to draw about effects on sexual behavior. 
Two of the three men maintained safe sex- 
ual behavior while the other was willing to 
participate in high risk sexual activities. 

There was no doubt in our minds at the 
conclusion of our visits that patrons of 
bathhouses had implemented limitations on 
their sexual behaviors. Self-esteem and car- 
ing friends were mentioned frequently as im- 
portant elements for accepting personal stan- 
dards. Those few who denied some of the 
responsibility for sexual conduct inevitably 
mentioned some other related problem areas 
in their lives 

It was quite apparent to us that sex re- 
mained a very important element in the lives 
of bathhouse patrons, one that they would 
not relinquish to external restrictions.

\ x J hile the bathhouses provide a place 

for sex for gay and bisexual men, 
other needs are met as well. One man told us, 
for example, that he and his lover of four 


RISK REDUCTION GUIDELINES 


The most up-to-date brochure of risk reduction guidelines, ‘‘Play With It 
Safe,”’ was developed by the Bay Area Physicians for Human Rights and 
distributed by the San Francisco AIDS Foundation. The varieties of sex- 
ual activities are arranged in three categories: Safe, Possibly Safe, and 


Unsafe. 


Each category lists the following activities: 


SAFE: 
the thighs. 


POSSIBLY SAFE: 


hugging, massage, jerking off, fucking between 


fucking with a condom, sucking to near climax, 


french kissing, water sports (on, not in). 


UNSAFE: 


rimming, taking cum or piss in the mouth, fisting, 


fucking without a condom, blood contact, sharing 


sex toys. 


years go to the baths three times a week for 
aerobic classes. ‘'I also like to use the gym 
equipment there. The mirrors and just the 
whole atmosphere allow an erotic exercise 
program, too.’ He admitted, ‘Sometimes I'll 
go upstairs to look around and maybe have 
sex with someone; but if I don’t, that’s ok, 
too.” 

Another man in his 30's, Charles, goes to 
one bathhouse maybde once a month, but 
usually only if he doesn’t have a boyfriend. 
“Sometimes I just want to be around other 
men and have a chance to touch and be 
touched. Those times when I'm feeling lone- 
lv and want to be affectionate...often I don’t 
have sex at all.’’ Charles explained further, 
‘| was never one to go into the orgy rooms. 
I've always wanted to see who I was about 
to have sex with. I want to do it with so- 
meone I'm attracted to.”’ 

The evening I spoke with Charles, he said 
he had come to the baths “out of de- 
fiance...’m angry that they’re trying to close 
them. I thought I should come and support 
the business, a bit.’ Charles hadn't always 
felt so supportive of the baths. Several 
months ago he was busy with his graphic 
design work and had a boyfriend. ‘‘Then | 
didn’t care as much about the baths. I wasn’t 
even thinking of them,’ he remembered. 
When his relationship ended, however, the 
baths became an option for meeting other 
men, sometimes for having sex. 

Randy has studied dancing for most of his 
life. A year ago he injured his knees in a fall 
and has undergone extensive therapy since. 
The accident was severe enough to prevent 
him from ever dancing again. He joked, 
“Well, this sounds like a standard line, but 
in my Case it’s true. The main reason I came 
here tonight was to use the jacuzzi. It really 
helps my knees, and I can relax here.’’ Ask- 

ed if he expected to have sex also, he replied, 
“Oh sure. Well, maybe, I'll have to wait and 
see who is here.”’ 


Sie the baths have a rather timeless 
quality about them, I checked on the wall: 
it was 8 p.m. The 20 men in the aerobics 
class had just finished their final 
movements; several of them stepped into the 
gym and talked with a few of the five or six 
men there. A few joked about ‘‘checking out 
the upstairs,’ while others headed for the 
showers. The rest just visited, lingering 
awhile, as if in transition, coming off the 
exercise. 

I continued to sit in the jacuzzi, trading 
a few glances with a middle-aged couple 
having a bite to eat in the restaurant area. 
[ wondered what my roving colleague was 
doing across town in the baths that he was 
visiting. Later that evening he told me of one 
of his conversations in the facility's sauna

(3) Safe Sex Signs and Brochures: whether signs and brochures are available, where 
the signs are posted. 

(4) Orgy Rooms: whether a facility provides an orgy room, generally an open dimly-lit area 
with or without beds where multiple contact, anonymous sex of varying degrees of risk 
might occur. 

(5) Glory Holes: whether glory hole cubicles for generally anonymous cocksucking exist. 
(6) Amenities: description of what other features or services - sexual and non-sexual 


This is a comparison related to the encouragement of safe sexual practices at the gay 
bathhouses in San Francisco. The San Francisco AIDS Foundation staff have consulted 
with bathhouse owners for the last several months suggesting specific changes. The Foun- 
dation has also offered free of charge a number of education materials for each bathhouse 
facility. These include posters (‘‘You Can Have Fun ... And Be Safe, Too”’), metal signs 
(‘Shower Before and After Sex,’’ ‘Use a Condom When You Play”’), brochures (‘‘Can 
We Talk?,”’ “Risk Reduction Guidelines’’), and wallet-size cards that list safe sex guidelines. 


The six measures used for each bathhouse are the following: 
(1) Condoms: distribution and availability of condoms.* 


(2) Safe Sex Cards: availability and distribution of wallet-size cards with risk reduction 


guidelines.

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PERSONAL CONCLUSIONS 
‘AND RECOMMENDATIONS 


Our observations result from a com- 
bined total of some 45 hours spent in the six 
gay bathhouses in San Francisco. The ac- 
tivities and general environments we 
witnessed led us to draw several personal 
conclusions and recommendations. 


Personal Conclusions 


e For all the added amenities in several of 
the bathhouses—movies, TV, exercise 
Classes, gyms—gay and bisexual men in 
San Francisco go to the baths primarily for 
sex and affection, or at least to be a partici- 
pant in an erotic environment charged with 
male sexual energy. We found that 
bathhouse patrons participated in a broad 
range of sexual experiences, not all of which 
involved sexual acts. 

¢ Most men do not limit their sexual activities 
to the current guidelines outlined by Dr. 
Mervyn Silverman, Direstor of Department 
of Public Health. (He has proposed a ban 
on sex ‘‘between individuals.’’) Most 
bathhouse patrons we talked with appear 
to have adopted the broader set of safe sex 
guidelines supported by the Bay Area 
Physicians for Human Rights and the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation [see inset]. 


e Awareness of risk reduction guidelines, 
health concerns, and of AIDS was very high 
among bathgoers. It’s difficult to imagine 
how the majority of men we talked with 
could be more informed about the basics, 
AIDS 101. The path to safe sex will be longer 
for some than for others, but every person 
with whom we spoke has taken at least the 
first tentative steps. Most have come a great 
distance already. The facts that a few could 
be better informed and that there are always 
visitors and newcomers to the city support 
the notion that AIDS education efforts 
should continue with the basic information 
while a newer focus about behavior change 
develops. 

e While the bathhouse owners have no 
power to control private sexual activities, 
they can discourage high-risk behavior. 
Many have done so already. Some facilities 
no longer provide glory holes for 
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anonymous cocksucking. Mattresses have 
been removed from beds in what was 
formerly the ‘‘orgy room”’ in one of the ma- 
jor bathhouses. We would suggest that the 
general consensus among gay men to 
reduce high-risk sex has as much to do with 
the disuse of orgy rooms as the removal of 
mattresses does. 


e The fear that someone diagnosed with 
AIDS may go the the baths leads to easy 
scapegoating. Indeed, the person not yet 
diagnosed with AIDS may be a carrier of the 
AIDS agent; people who may never 
develop AIDS may be carriers; and for that 
matter, there is no medical evidence one 
way or the other as to whether people with 
AIDS can transmit the disease. That means 
everyone should recognize their own 
responsibility to themselves and to others. 
There is no reason, in our opinion, to restrict 
persons with AIDS from going to the baths 
as long as they share only in safe sexual ac- 
tivities. At the same time, someone with 
AIDS may be reluctant to put himself in 
some of the facilities that pursue hygiene 
less strenuously than others. If anyone has 
a compromised immune system, he may 
wisely hesitate to expose himself to such 
things as possible fungal infections. 


e Many have said that if only a gay man 
witnessed the physical effects that can be 
wrought by AIDS, then he would no longer 
go to the baths, or have high risk sex, or 
have any sex; seeing the tragic effects of 
AIDS is a numbing and sobering experi- 
ence that likely would lead to the curtailment 
or elimination of high risk sex. But there's lit- 
tle reason to expect that a man would 
thereafter avoid gay sexual acitivites at the 
baths or anywhere else. 

e Good health requires that we recognize 
and safely nurture our sexuality. Analogies 
of sexual activity to alcohol intake, cigarette 
smoking, or drug use are limited in their 
usefulness. Addiction to substances is not 
instinctual and is therefore clearly a matter 
of choice. The bathhouse patrons ap- 
pearednot only to acknowledge but also af- 
firm their needs for affection and sex. 


Personal Recommendations 

e Each bathhouse patron should recognize 
his responsibility for his own actions at all 
times. It is not safe to assume another's 
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good health by mere visual observation 
over a brief period of time and thus discard 
any standards of conduct. A consistent set 
of personal standards makes it easier to en- 
joy yourself if you choose to go to the baths. 
e Insome cities in the country, for example, 
Los Angeles, the local health departments 
conduct testing and treatment for STDs 
(Sexually Transmitted Diseases) on a 
regular basis at the bathhouses. San Fran- 
cisco bathhouse owners should cooperate 
to bring these services to bathhouse 
patrons. 

e Easy access to condoms should be en- 
couraged at all facilities. The bathhouse with 
a container of rubbers on the registration 
counter—free for the taking without even 
having to ask for one—offered the best ap- 
proach. Condoms should also be given 
directly to each patron upon registration. 
They might also be placed in the rooms and 
lockers. 

e ‘Safe sex’’ cards should be distributed at 
registration. They serve as introductory 
reminders of safe behavior to the patrons. 
‘Play Safe,”’ ‘Shower Before And After 
Sex,’’ and ‘‘Use Condoms” signs should be 
posted on all floors of buildings and should 
be placed near restroom and shower 
facilities. 

e Bathhouse owners should supply one- 
time use lubricants—a small tube 
perhaps—to each patron at the door upon 
registration. Additional supplies should be 
available, like condoms, on a counter top. 
An individual’s open jar of lubricant—used 
during several encounters and perhaps dip- 
ped into by both partners—can provide a 
good medium for germs to grow and 
spread. 

e To specifically address the adoption of 
safe sexual practices, special behavior 
guidance counseling with profiles of per- 
sonal health status should be available at the 
baths on a regular basis. This service is 
already provided at health centers in the 
community with the coordination of the San 
Francisco AIDS Health Project. An effective 
undertaking at the bathhouses will require 
the cooperation and committment of the 
bath owners and staff as well as that of city 
health officials. 


e Education efforts should acknowledge the 
needs and interests of gay couples. Some 
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couples can rekindle mutual sexual interest 
by visiting erotic environments such as the 
baths, and ‘‘sex talk’’ about this should be 
encouraged. Other couples may need sup- 
port to deal realistically with the possibility 
for sex outside a relationship. This can be 
avery threatening issue for the couples. The 
need exists for counseling on frank and con- 
structive Communication within relation- 
ships to arrive at mutually agreed-upon 
standards for outside sexual behavior. 

e Education efforts should emphasize talk- 
ing about sex and the details of sexual ac- 
tivities in explicit language understood by 
specific high-risk target groups. The taboo 
against discussing sex contributes not on- 
ly to a diminished enjoyment of sex, but also 
to misunderstandings between partners, to 
a hesitancy to set safe practice limits, and 
to much self-deprecating guilt about one’s 
natural desires and interests. 


e The practice of fisting should be 
reevaluated in light of the AIDS epidemic. 
[See sidebar.] Lesbians and gay men have 
a responsibility, in our opinion, to prevent 
any segment of our community—including 


‘ those who engage in fisting—from becom- 


ing outcasts. 

e Gay and lesbian businesses—especially 
the bars—should be more involved in efforts 
to educate the community about AIDS and 
STDs and to promote prevention methods. 
Bars could also distribute free condoms, 
one-time use lubricants, and safe sex wallet- 
size cards to their customers. Bar owners 
could use posters to advise their customers 
of the possible links between drinking 
alcohol and wavering commitments to safe 
sex behaviors. 

Special AIDS Prevention campaigns 

could be sponsored by the Golden Gate 
Business Association, the Tavern Guild, and 
individual businesses. In Our opinion, it's 
time for business leaders to establish com- 
mittees to develop specific plans for the full 
and active participation of every business 
that makes its money from the lesbian and 
gay community. 
e The public discussion of the gay 
bathhouses, in our opinion, needs to be 
more frank and honest. The bathhouses are 
first and foremost sexual institutions, and 
sexuality needs to be recognized as the 
central issue of the debate.

Update on Simian AIDS 


urray Gardner, M.D., professor of 

pathology at U.C. Davis, expected 

to find the retrovirus HTLV-1 dur- 
ing his year-long search for the causative 
agent of the immunodeficiency symptoms 
found in monkeys at the California Regional 
Primate Center. Instead, he isolated a new 
retrovirus and named it ‘“‘SAIDS,”’ for Simian 
Acquired Immune Deficiency Syndrome. 
Gardner offered a lively presentation of his 
recent research at the Fourth Annual Sym- 
posium for the Bay Area Physicians for 
Human Rights (BAPHR), held during Gay 
Pride Week in San Francisco. 

‘““SAIDS has many similarities with human 
AIDS in its clinical, pathologic, and im- 
munologic features,’’ Gardner remarked. 
‘““We have shown that SAIDS is infectious, re- 
quires close contact for natural spread, and 
is readily transmissible by experimental in- 
oculation of tissue extracts, blood, or filtered 
plasma.’’ Some of the specific results of his 
research include the following: 50% of the 
monkeys have died over a two-year period, 
monkeys usually develop Kaposi’s sarcoma- 
like skin tumors rather than pneumocystis, 
other immunodeficient symptoms are similar 
to those experienced by people with AIDS, 
and there is evidently a healthy carrier state 
for SAIDS. 

Gardner’s suggestions about the transmiss- 
ibility of SAIDS created quite a stir among the 
BAPHR members. That group had just pub- 
lished a new “‘street language”’ version of risk 
reduction guidelines that lists ‘French kiss- 
ing’’ as ‘‘Possibly Safe.’’ Some of Gardner's 
findings make that recommendation a little 
less certain. Most of the monkeys being 
studied are female, and there is little, if any, 
sexual contact among them. When separated 
10 feet apart in open air cages, healthy 
monkeys in one cage did not contract SAIDS 
from the diseased monkeys in the other. That 
finding supports the conclusion that SAIDS 
is transmitted by close physical contact—in 
this case due to the monkeys’ biting, scrat- 
ching, and grooming behavior. Such 
behavior clearly allows for the exposure and 
‘“sharing”’ of blood and saliva. 

When directly questioned about the role 
of saliva and the transmission of SAIDS, 
Gardner explained that there is no con- 
clusive evidence that the disease is spread by 
saliva. He did note that viruses are frequent- 
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ly found in salivary glands and that the SAIDS 
virus was present in salivary glands that had 
been biopsied from monkeys with the 
disease. While not wanting to set off any 
alarms, Gardner did conclude, ‘‘We know it 
[AIDS] is going to be more widespread. It’s 
spread differently in Zaire than it is in San 
Francisco.” 

The monkeys will evidently play an im- 
portant role in the understanding of AIDS 
and perhaps in the development of an AIDS 
vaccine. Gardner went to France to get 
samples from the Institut Pasteur of the 
French retrovirus LAV, and he has received 
HTLV-3 from Robert Gallo, M.D., of the Na- 
tional Cancer Institute. Both suspected AIDS 
agents—which may be the same—will be in- 
jected into monkeys at Davis. The goal is to 
adapt human AIDS viruses to monkeys to 
establish disease causation and then to 
develop a vaccine. Gardner declared, ‘‘The 
animal model points the way.” 

It should be noted that these monkeys, of 
the endangered macaque species, acquired 
this disease spontaneously at several primate 
centers in the United States. They were not 
initially injected with the tissue extracts from 
AIDS patients so as to develop an experimen- 
tal animal model. Nevertheless, injecting 
healthy animals with a human virus that ap- 
pears to cause severe illness, frequently 
leading to death, stirs some controversy. In 
at least partial acknowledgment of these con- 
cerns, researcher Gardner noted that ‘‘It’s 
important to deter this disease [SAIDS] for the 
monkeys themselves.”’ 


Local Use of *“‘KS Drug”’ 
Discouraging 


I May, this column mentioned the ap- 
parently successful use of the drug Dapsone 
by Danish researchers to treat Kaposi’s sar- 
coma. In a letter to the scientific journal Lancet 
(March 10, 1984), Dr. Asmus Poulsen, et al., 
reported their treatment of a 38-year-old gay 
man diagnosed with KS and having two lesions 
on his right hip. The Danes administered 100 
mg. daily doses of Dapsone, an antibacterial 
drug primarily used as the drug of choice for 
treatment of all forms of leprosy and of some 
chronic inflammations of the skin. After six 
wecks of treatment, the KS lesions had regress- 
ed. With biopsies of the two lesion areas, no 
cell tissue feature of KS was found. 
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While the Danes were encouraged by these 
results, they qualified their report with the 
statement: ‘Further studies are needed before 
Dapsone can be recommended for the treat- 
ment of KS in patients with AIDS.”’ One fur- 
ther study here in San Francisco, an attempt to 
duplicate the Danish results, has had only 
discouraging results, 

Dermatologist and U.C. San Francisco 
AIDS researcher Marcus Conant, M.D., told 
Coming Up! the outcome of Dapsone with 
six Of his AIDS patients. Conant said he was 
immediately interested in the work of the 
Danish researchers because ‘‘from a medical 
and dermatological standpoint, this use of 
Dapsone was intriguing.’’ Conant explained 
that Dapsone has been used for many years 
to successfully cure the symptoms of ‘‘der- 
matitis pelaformis,”’ a condition with allergic 
reactions caused by a defect in the body’s im- 
mune system. The skin disorder results from 
an allergy to gluten, found in bread. Conant 
observed, ‘‘Dapsone has been used for 30 
years to cure these symptoms. No one knows 
how or why the drug works.”’ 

With six KS patients who volunteered for 
the treatment, Conant hoped to complete a 
six-week administration of Dapsone. Unfor- 
tunately, none of the patients were able to 
complete the full six-week course due to 
severe side effects. Conant explained, ‘‘In all 
six patients there has been something troubl- 
ing occurring—allergic reactions, fevers, 
severe nausea, and a rapid progression of the 
aisease,* 

The Danish researchers had reported on- 
ly slight side effects for their one patient. 
“Except for tiredness and slight loss of 
weight, the patient had no symptoms during 
the observation period,’ they noted. 
Although researcher Conant was unable to 
reproduce their findings with Dapsone with 
his initial trial group, he stated that he hasn’t 
stopped using it. ‘‘I’d like to see a larger 
number of patients on it,’’ he concluded. 
‘‘Dapsone is a reasonable drug to try with a 
select group of individuals.” 


Lovers and 
The Infectious Agent 


D r. Conant emphasized to Coming Up! 
another important matter, a percep- 
tion that he feels needs some correction. Co- 


nant notes that on two recent occasions let- 
ters to the editor in a local gay paper sug- 
gested that lovers of men with AIDS had not 
come down with the disease themselves. Not 
true, says Conant. “It’s unfortunate that the 
editor did not use a response to those letters 
aS an Opportunity for education.”’ 

To set the record straight, Conant relates 
that 18-20 of his patients had been lovers and 
had had sex with people had AIDS. Of these 
18-20, two have contracted AIDS 
themselves. Centers for Disease Control 
studies report, according to Conant, that 
there are anumber of sexual partners of peo- 
ple who have since come down with AIDS 
and AIDS-Related Conditions (ARC). Conant 
suggests that sexual contact, presumably in- 
volving the exchange of bodily fluids with 
someone diagnosed with AIDS, ‘‘puts some- 
one at very high risk.’’ Don Abrams, M.D., 
oncologist and specialist at San Francisco 
General Hospital’s AIDS outpatient Ward 86, 
stated at the recent BAPHR symposium that 
one-third of the sexual partners have 
developed lymphadenopathy (swollen 
lymph glands), an AIDS-related condition. 

Conant warns against scapegoating those 
individuals already diagnosed with AIDS. He 
acknowledged that there is no medical 
evidence to show conclusively that people 
with AIDS are more prone to transmit the 
probable AIDS virus than those with symp- 
toms or a diagnosis. ‘‘We don’t know when 
the virus is being shed, whether it occurs 
constantly or only before the appearance of 
symptoms or sporadically throughout the 
course of the disease.”’ 

As is the case with much of the medical 
understanding of this epidemic, doctors 
must frequently rely on their best medical 
guess when it comes to the infectiousness of 
AIDS. Conant states, ‘‘Our best medical 
guess, unfortunately, is that, yes, the patient 
with AIDS is probably still infectious. This 
appears to be true because we are not seeing 
reversals in T-cell ratios among those 
diagnosed with AIDS.” The other way to 
look at the continued low level T-cell ratios 
is that perhaps the virus has done its damage, 
perhaps the ratio will remain lowered, and 
perhaps the virus has become latent. 

The uncertainty about the infectious 
nature of the suspected AIDS virus only em- 
phasizes the need for precaution by all 
without Castigating anyone.

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The need for the National March is clear. All 
across America our people are oppressed as we 
look for jobs and housing, attempt to gain 
custody of our children, or try to immigrate and 
become citizens. We are discriminated against in 
areas of reproductive rights, social services and 
many other areas. The disease AIDS is killing our 
people and providing an excuse for homophobic 
reactions; funding for AIDS research and patient 
services in inadequate. In California, AB-! is 
vetoed and Harvey Milk’s killer goes free. In New 
Orleans, a Lesbian/Gay Rights Bill is defeated. In 
the military, our people are purged or in- 
carcerated. The list goes on and on. But the op- 
pression of twenty million Lesbians and Gay 
Americans is not addressed by any of the 
Presidential candidates in the debates or 
presented by the media as an important con- 
sideration in this election year. We of the Na- 
tional March Committee believe that Lesbian and 
Gay issues must be addressed during the great 
political debate that is being waged across 
America in 1984. 


The oppression of our community is so great that 
the vast majority of our people cannot be reach- 
ed through the Lesbian and Gay press. We have 
all at some time in our lives experienced the feel- 
ing that we were the only Lesbian or Gay person 
in the world. We have all at some time been ig- 
norant of the existence of the Lesbian and Gay 
press because these publications are 
discriminated against in the libraries and 
newsstands of this nation. Even if we had known 
of Lesbian/Gay publications, the very real fear of 
losing our jobs. housing. families, or of violent at-

tacks, would have prevented our reading such a 
paper. Because of the alienation of so many of 
our people throughout America and certainly in 
the rest of the world, the only way to reach the 
majority of Lesbians and Gay men is through the 
non-Gay press. In households throughout the 
world, tens of millions of people are engaged in 
a personal struggle to confront the homophobia 
of society. Those of us who can speak out 
against this oppression must do so. 


Visibility has always been the key to Lesbian anc 
Gay Liberation. Since 1970, marches com- 
memorating the Stonewall riots have sought to 
make visible our issues. Since 1972, Lesbian and 
Gay Democrats have organized within the 
Democratic Party's National Conventions also to 
make visible our issues. At the 1980 Convention 
Lesbian and Gay delegates succeeded in 
nominating a Gay man, Melvin Boozer, for Vice- 
President. To a large degree, the national media 
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chose not to cover either his nomination or his 

speech. Instead, in the last five years, the na- 

tional media has presented spokespeople who 

they perceived to be harmful to Lesbian and Gay 

Liberation. Melvin Boozer’s nomination was not 

covered by any national television network, but j 
CBS did air two homophobic hit-pieces (Gay 
Politics—Gay Power, 1979, and 60 Minutes, 1983) 

presenting a distorted perspective on our com- 

munity and its concerns. At the 1984 Convention, 

we have an opportunity to define our own issues 

and choose our own spokespeople. If we do not 

do this, the media, which will surely write “the 

gay story’ of this convention, will make our 

choices for us. 


We need you to vote with your feet on Sunday, 
July 15 to speak out against the oppression of 
our people. This is the day before the opening of 
the Democratic National Convention and our 
March is certain to receive the attention of many 
of the 20,000 reporters who will be in San Fran- 
cisco to cover the Convention. We march from 
Castro and Market at 2 PM (line up begins at 
noon) to rally in front of the Moscone Conven- - 
tion Center. If we march with even % of the at-- 
tendance of the San Francisco Annual Les- 
bian/Gay Pride Celebration (4 million) or equal 
the size of the National March on Washington for 
Lesbian/Gay Rights in 1979 (100,000), then we 
will have created one of the largest events to oc- 
cur at any political convention in the nation’s 
history. When we do this—for we must—we will 
have moved the issue of equality for Lesbians 
and Gay Men to the center of the American 
political debate.

6. Elimination of all discrimination against Lesbians and Gay men in child custody, adop- 
tion, and visitation rights. 


The level of oppression of millions of Lesbian and Gay parents is so great that exposure 

of their sexual orientation could mean the loss of their own children. The ability of a 

parent to raise her/his child and to contribute to the child’s growth, development, and 10 
well-being is not determined by the parent's sexual orientation. Sexual orientation 

should not be a factor in the determination of a person's right to be a parent. 


Enforcement of all existing Civil Rights legislation in society as a whole, including 
within our own community. 


We join hands with all peoples seeking enforcement of basic human and civil rights. 

without discrimination—rights to work, to be housed. to eat. to think, to learn—without 

regard to personal characteristics, conditions, and choices about sexuality. We not only 11 
demand that existing civil rights laws be enforced but that they be strengthened to end 

the segregation in our society. 


8. Passage of the Equal Rights Amendment. 


As long as women are not directly included in the Constitution, sterotypes about proper 

roles of male and female lie at the heart of both sexism and heterosexism. The roots of 
prejudice against Lesbians and Gay men, expressed as condemnation of ‘masculine’ 12 
women and ‘feminine’ men, have been entangled with sexist prescriptions of roles. 

The E.R.A. is necessary to overcome legal reinforcement of these biased views of what 

women and men can be and do. 


Elimination of all immigration and naturalization restrictions and international human 
rights violations against Lesbian and Gay people. 


The immigration and naturalization laws mandate exclusion of any person “afflicted 
with...sexual deviation...’ This language historically has been invoked to exclude Les- 
bians and Gay men. The single most effective remedy for this legal provision consists of 
its repeal by Congress. 


. The right of women, regardless of sexual orientation or economic status, to choose if 


and when to bear children, as well as the right to safe, legal, and accessible abortion 
with freedom from forced sterilization. 


Biological reproduction is a central fact of all Women’s lives regardless of their sexual 
orientation. The way in which society deals with and provides for reproductive capacity 
has a profound impact on Women’s ability to be independent and to make choices 
about their sexuality. 


. Legal recognition equal to those afforded to marital relationships and economic 


benefits for Lesbian and Gay relationships. 

Access to insurance, health, tax. pension, and Social Security benefits. property in- 
terests upon the death of one’s partner, and visitation rights in jails and hospitals which 
are based on marital status are denied Lesbians and Gay men. The validity of our rela- 
tionships is not recognized by our society. 


. Repeal of all “Sodomy” and ‘Solicitation’ laws. 


Mutually voluntary sexual acitivity should remain outside the purview of the law. 
Solicitation is an integral part of such activity since the ability to discuss it is necessary 
before consent is possible. Therefore, we oppose all laws prohibiting soliciting or 
engaging in sexual activity. whether or not money is involved.

he death of my father, I suspect, was 

sad for me not because a man who 

was almost 83 had died but more 
from asense of unfulfillment: our inability to 
talk with each other (he found it difficult to 
talk to anybody, actually); the difference bet- 
ween all those TV shows about fathers and 
sons and the empty reality; all the places my 
factoryv-working father never went, the 
books he never read, the joys he never had. 
He was always hoping to win at gambling—at 
the races, in cards, in lotteries; he never did 
of course. He gave his lungs for U.S. Royal 
and lost the severance pittance he got on the 
ponies that summer. I mourn for my father 
because he was my flesh and blood but most- 
ly because he was like so many, many peo- 
ple: a life full of hard work and infinite 
boredom and such tiny, tiny pleasures, and 
then death. 

Sister Mary Ignatius is the best thing I’ve 
seen in the theater for a long time. Some peo- 
ple seem to think that the Catholic nun here 
is Crazy or exaggerated. But the dogmas of 
the Catholic Church about masturbation and 
hell fire, about it being better to be dead “‘in 
a state of grace’”’ than a practicing homosex- 
ual are real. We ex-Catholics know that 
there’s no exaggeration whatsoever in 
Christopher Durang’s great little play! It’s 
taken for satire, but the reality—and

insanity— which it depicts is far beyond most 
rational people’s ability to believe. Can 
human beings actually tell little children such 
nonsense? How adroit of the writer to vent 
his spleen at his Catholic education and still 
make us laugh. I just hope the laughs aren't 
so pleasant that the audiences think the play 
is ‘‘prejudiced.’’ How can it be prejudiced 
when it simply shows the truth! 

Would you believe I got a fan letter from 
Herb Caen? I did, telling me he thought my 
novel From Violent Men ‘‘an excellent 
book’’. I’m speechless! (Well, almost) 

Isn't it funny that Dianne Feinstein had to 
prove that she ‘‘stood up”’ to the homosex- 
uals on the domestic partners bill so that she 
can qualify for the vice presidency? I wonder 
if Mondale asked her how she stood up to 
Blacks, Jews, and women when they 
demanded equal rights? If Ms. Feinstein 
wants to prove how courageous she has 
been, all she needs to tell is that she has 
NEVER, EVER attended the Gay Parade, and 
that should make the rest of America happy.

Camp Never Never Land 
has been in the planning for four years by 
former Great Outdoors Adventures director 
Aryae Levy. He has found a beautiful camp- 
site, ten miles east of Mendocino. The red- 
wood cabins sleep four, and each has a 
fireplace, closet, and balcony. Tent cabins 
also accommodate four each. All cabins have 
close access to community showers with 
plenty of hot water, electricity and toilets (no 
more stinky outhouse!). 

A chef with gay sensibilities will prepare 
a variety of feasts to keep the boys happy. His 
menu is well-balanced nutritionally and goes 
light on red meats. Plans call for barbecues 
and theme parties throughout the week. 
Tropical Night will feature a fabulous luau, 


complete with roast suckling pig and a fan- 
tasy open air ceiling of lights.

The vampire movie, The Howl- 
ing, shot on location at Camp Never Never 
Land, has inspired Spook Night, when you 
can dress up like your favorite ghoul, listen 
to ghost stories around a campfire, and watch 
horror movies. They are much scarier in the 
woods. 

Lots of other surprises are planned. The 
whole week emphasizes fun and relaxation. 

Twenty cabins have been set aside for 
privacy should you happen to meet Prince 
Charming, so you won’t have to keep your 
bunkmates up all night or lock them out dur- 
ing the day. 

Camp Never Never Land’s rates are just 
$289 for one week and $99 for weekend on- 
ly (9/2 1-23), covering meals, activities and ac- 
commodations. Single men, couples and 
groups are welcome. Groups of 4 or more 
can reserve a cabin. This trip is men only, but 
next year will be co-ed.

the production but more for the shallowness 
of the story, but it’s virtually impossible to 
write a musical comedy that isn’t shallow.

But I must say I was irked by that interview 
with the stars of La Cage in the Pink Pages, 
those interviewed going out of their way to 
brag about their heterosexuality. One of 
them even said that he’d ‘“‘almost been mar- 
ried several times.’’ My God, here is this sup- 
posed liberated play (“I Am What I Am’’), and 
there has not been ONE actor yet who has 
‘“‘admitted”’ to being a gay playing a gay in the 


thing! They should change the song to “I Am 
What I’m Supposed To Be.” 

The Magic Theater deserves a ton of praise 
for continuing to put on new plays despite 
the financial pressures theaters are suffering 
right now. I hope some of you risk going to 
a play you’ve heard nothing about (like 
Cutting Canvas), at least once in a while. Are 
you just another of those ordinary Joes who 
has to be told what to see? Why not experi- 
ment for yourself sometimes?

I’ve said 
for along time that gays can’t trust either the 
rabid left or the rabid right; they are both 
doctrinaire and want people to fit into nar- 
row Categories, when life is much more 
versatile—and interesting—than that. 

How grand to see Marion Eaton and 
George Kuchar in Curt McDowell’s new film, 
Sparkle's Tavern. Lots of good parts, but a 
half hour should come out. Less would be 
more, as the director himself knows.

Owner Joe Ellis, working with his cheer- 
fully slaphappy staff, has been regularly 
presenting cocktail-time extravaganzas with, 
among others, Pam Brooks, Sharon McNight, 
Samantha Samuels, Ruth Hastings, David 
Reighn, Terri Cowick, Jae Ross, Lynda 
Bergren and Nicholas, Glover & Wray (this 
is an ‘area roster of “Who's Who in 
Cabaret’’!) for quite a few years now, and 
most of them were on hand June 21 to 
celebrate the first anniversary of 132 Bush by 
voluntarily performing a variety show—also 
on hand were newer performing family 
members comedian Tom Ammiano and 
vocalist Adele Zane. At the end of a marathon 
show at which the faithful applauded 
themselves silly, Pam Brooks joined Sharon 
McNight, backed by Bob Bendorff, for a cam- 
py duet of “Cabaret” that brought the crowd 
to its feet.

In testament to her sojourn in Germany, 
she sprung a “Springtime for Hitler’’ open- 
ing on her audience, then blitzkrieged into 
a Presley medley in German. Once the troops 
were calmed down, she turned her best lit- 
tle girl voice onto the satiric but touching 
“Somewhere That’s Green.”’ She sang a cou- 
ple of Johnny Ray numbers that included 
“I'm Sorry”’ ala Brenda Lee with some Bette 
Davis on the side. 

Some entertainers inherit material no mat- 
ter who wrote it or who did it first. McNight 
now owns two of Patty Cline’s songs: 
‘Sweet Dreams,’’ and “‘I Fall to Pieces.’ 
They belong to Sharon. She sings them with 
a vocal purity combined with an emotional 
impact that is gut wrenching. But the biggest 
crowd pleaser was her own ‘‘Puta Nickel in 
the Juke Box.”’ After a hundred hearings, it’s 
still terrific and, as she remarked, she’s go- 
ing to keep right on singing it until it becomes 
a big financial success. 

McNight delivered a really powerful 
reading of Randy Newman's ‘‘Guilty,”’ then 
later went into superdrive with ‘‘Total 
Eclipse of the Heart.”’ For my money the lat- 
ter number was too big, too much sound, too 
hard driving at the expense of the lyrics. 

Another special treat in her eclectic set was 
a medley of ‘Du, Du Liegst Mir Im Herzen” 
and “jessie Come Home.” Vulnerable, 
touching, haunting...pure theater. This is 
what Sharon McNight does best. (And the 
cello worked some emotional wizardry in 
the hands of Terri Adams.) 

From the musical drama she is working on, 
McNight sang ‘‘The Man I Love”’ and then— 
without mike, as she will sing it in the 
show—‘‘Some of these Days.’’ No amplifica- 
tion, and it was great. What a treat to hear a 
human voice coming directly at you froma 
human being! Kind of like homemade ice 
cream, if you remember that. 

Her final, final encore was, of course, 
“Sweet and Shining Eyes,” the sing-along 
number she’s taught to her faithful troops on 
both sides of the Atlantic. James Followell 
conducted her five-piece band and backup 
singers, Jo-Lo, through the night’s many 
musical moods.

Here’s asample: the Garden of Eden, accor- 
ding to Mormon teaching, is quite specifical- 
ly in Missouri. (Bet you didn’t know that!) It’s 
also comforting to learn that one of the basic 
advantages of a religion headed by a /iving 
prophet is that church doctrine can be up- 
updated to fit current situations!

After firing off a number of such satirical 
barbs, Foster then assumes the persona of a 
sister who has locked herself in the bathroom 
to enjoy a forbidden cigarette while she 
combs back her beehive. Every gesture, 
every vocal nuance is perfect. Next ‘he 
becomes his much-married mother, a chain- 
smoking beautician whose telephone 
monologue is a gem of middle-class morali- 
ty and small but thwarted ambition. This is 
a particularly funny sequence that almost 
tumbles over into parody because the 
mother’s role is such an obvious TV sitcom 
cliche, but Foster manages to salvage her 
underlying dignity. The grandmother is a 
delightful characterization, no-nonsense, 
outspoken, and deaf to what she doesn’t 
want to hear. 


Tristan

ack Essex’ production of 7ristan, now 

playing at the Gill Theatre (Fulton & 

Cole) Tuesday through Sunday, is dif- 
icult to “detine and evaluate. because 
it doesn't know what it wants to be. 

The story of Tristan and Iseult is simple (if 
not very cheerful). Cornish King Marc wants 
Iseult, daughter of an Irish king, for his wife, 
and sends his nephew Tristan to claim her. 
During the vovage back to Cornwall, after 
Tristan has rid the country of a nasty dragon 
to win Iseult, the couple decide it’s time for 
a cocktail and unknowingly snatch the love 
potion entrusted to the handmaiden to be 
given to Iseult and King Marc—result: Tristan 
and Iseult are fated to be frustrated in their 
love all their lives, and to die together. Not 
precisely the material fora farce, but that’s 
what this production of 7ristan sets out to 
be. Once into the second act, it shifts gears 
and asks that you start taking it seriously...but 
then it’s too late. 

The cast of nine are attractive and talented 
people with great energy and fine voices, the 
backdrops are colorful and set a wonderful 
mood, the special effects work well, there are 
some inspired bits of nonsense (like a cackling 
witch riding across stage on the opening cur- 
tain when the second act begins), there's 
great ensemble dancing and_ the 
choreography’s outstanding, the costumes 
are very beautiful, the sound is good and the 
musicians, under Scott Singer’s direction, are 
excellent...all the elements are there, but 
rarely jell. 


Foster is an impressionist (unlike Whoopi 
Goldberg who submerges herself totally in- 
to acharacter), and he’s very good, indeed. 


Or of the hottest acts of this season has 
turned out to be The Vocal Minority. Form- 
ed as a subgroup of the S.F. Lesbian/Gay 
Chorus, Vocal Minority has taken off on its 
own under the diréction of Bill Ganz. At their 
latest Valencia Rose outing, it was standing 
room only, and the wildly cheering crowd 
couldn’t seem to get enough of the pop and 
jazz program. 

The nostalgic ‘‘As Time Goes By” was 
delivered with delightful freshness and was 
followed by ‘‘S’Wonderful” that offered 
some nice scatting by soloist Jamie Ramirez. 
Romantic ballads like ‘‘When I Fall in Love”’ 
and ‘‘The Way You Look Tonight” get lov- 
ing treatment...no gimmicks, just an in- 
telligent reading of the music the way it was 
written. 

‘Bosom Buddies,” the evening's comedy 
camp number, was given a wig-switching 
treatment by David Bury and Jack Mahan. 
The audience loved it, although it was 
somewhat marred by poor mike technique 
(or perhaps the mike wasn’t on); but it lack- 
ed the punch-line bitchiness this number 
calls for. “‘In the Mood”’, which threatens to 
become The VM’s theme song, was superbly 
reinforced by the fine talent of soloist Robin 
Kresh. 

Following intermission, special guest 
group Alternative Measures (which may well 
be the only women’s barbershop quartet 
anywhere) did some fine work on a collec- 
tion of old favorites. This joy-to-hear quartet 
is comprised of Bonnie Gordon, Robin 
Kresh, Jane Gurko and Sally Gearhart...all 
fine singers, all beautifully choreographed. 
A class act! 

Bill Ganz is to be congratulated for his 
dedicated work with the Vocal Minority in 
the past two years, and the 14 singers have 
every right to be proud of themselves. Bob 
Bauer worked his magic at the piano (you can 
catch him at The Elephant Walk on Tuesdays 
and Saturdays along with Clark Suprynowicz 
on bass and Mark Brandt on drums). The new 
staging was choreographed by Mark Zerga. 

The VM does a guest spot on July 7 at the 
Rathskeller in a benefit for the Inter Club 
Fund. OnJuly 29 they’ll be “home” again at 
the Valencia Rose. But get there early or 


The tale is introduced by the voice of the 
Head Witch, who implies that she will nar- 
rate, or at least that the action will be seen 
through her eyes...she’s next seen when 
she’s being shown up as ineffectual by a 
vounger witch...in the second act, she 
proves to be powerful after all, but we never 
see her again as narrator. Too bad, because 
the tale seems to meander along in an absent- 
minded sort of way. The witch herself, 
played by Bettina Barboza, might be more ef- 
fective if done in a portentous voice (or even 
as Tallulah Bankhead!) than with a senile 
cackle; it's difficult to understand what she’s 
saving.

Women In Music: Part I 


n this series of articles, I hope to outline 

where women have been in music, 

where they might be going, why they 
haven't gone some places in great numbers, 
and the reasons that they haven't been allow- 
ed in still other places. 

Rock 'n’ Roll had its genesis as part of an 
overall rebellious spirit. It is also important 
to remember, for future reference, that Rock 
‘n’ Roll arose among the young of the era. 
Youth and rebellion mark two of the major 
hurdles women have had to jump along the 
way to artistic freedom and success. 
Rebellion has never been especially welcome 
as an attribute in women. Rebellious women 
were fallen women, etc., etc.; the rhetoric 
goes on. So along with women being 
relegated to centerpiece status and fashion 
objects, so in music they were expected to 
be the love song singers, the ballad belters, 
bemoaning love, loss of love, and how much 
they needed men. 

In the gay male community, little has been 
done to free women from their role as 
fashion doll. The obsession of the gay male 
with the grande dame has tended to 
perpetuate image over artistic Capacity. In 
the straight community, we have the usual 
failure to take women seriously. Case in 
point: why has NME spent so much time 
berating Cocteau Twins’ Elizabeth Fraser for 
her ‘‘ugliness’’ and lack of taste in clothes, 
and so little time talking about how her voice 
is the most magnificent thing to come to pro- 
gressive rock in a decade? And in a per- 
verse way, why has so much attention been 


afforded Boy George when his music is 
stinko? The empha’sis is on the wrong 
sylla’ble. 

In future columns, I will explore examples 
of my tenets using the careers of certain well- 
known women, showing how the industry 
and the critics have tried to mold them into 
the image they wanted and how well each of 
them has resisted.

is any indication, Adele Zane’s star is rising 
with each local appearance.

Her between-song remarks are 
tossed off so casually, I thought she was talk- 
ing to herself. Her set included two fine old 
standards, ‘‘Don’t Get Around Much 
Anymore,’ and ‘‘Mr. Saturday Night,”’ Son- 
dheim’s ‘Another Hundred People,” “The 
World Goes Round,” and every singer's 
1984 camp number, ‘Broadway Baby.”

Her ‘“‘City Lights,’’ for instance, 
relied too much on volume, too little on 
vocal subtlety and the humor inherent in the 
verse. I especially liked what she did with a 
new ballad, “Your Friends Won't Even 
Know.” Nice tune, good lyrics. It was writ- 
ten by her accompanist, Bob Bendorff, and 
it was sung with sensitivity and feeling. 
When her set was over, I heard somebody 
at the bar remark that her vocal quality 
wasn't helped by her mike technique. Maybe 
next time she'll work the mike to better ad- 
vantage. She sings at Sutter’s Mill on the 17th.

Gail Simpson and James Meade joined 
talents with musical director Danny Levens- 
tein for an ‘Evening of Song’ at Mame’s. 
Meade, well known to cabaret musical afi- 
cionados (and currently in NASHional An- 
them) has a superb “Broadway” voice anda 
fine sense for delivering a lyric the way it 
should be delivered. He soloed on “‘I Can't 
Get Started with You,’ ‘‘Let’s Misbehave”’ 
and ‘It Never Entered My Mind.”’ He was fine 
and mellow. 

Miss Simpson, whose cabaret musical 
credits include the recent A Fine Romance, 
sang that marvelous parody of Marguerite’s 
jewel song, “Glitter and be Gay”’ from Can- 


dide. Not an easy number, because you've 
gotto be funny while you're working those 
coloratura trills, and while the technique was 
there, the comedic flair was somewhat limp. 
Simpson's rendition of the Libby Holman 
classic torch song ‘‘Why Was I Born?” was 
also vocally on target but, emotionally, the 
fire didn’t catch. Her ‘Yesterdays,’ however 
earned high marks for some especially 
gorgeous phrasing. For some obscure reason 
she resurrected Cole Porter's ‘‘The Physi- 
cian,’ a non-song for non-singers. (Gertie 
Lawrence sang it in 1930 and that’s about all 
you can say for it.)

Meade and Simpson dueted on Gershwin’s 
“Isn't ita Pity?’’ but were more impressive 
on Coward's tender “I'll See You Again.”’ At 
evening's end they joined in a rousing “By 
Strauss’’ and encored with Rossini’s kitty dit- 
ty “Meow.” The audience lapped it up like 
cream 

On the whole, my quarrel was with the 
program rather than the performers. Several 
of the selections were not first-rate. Each 
time I hoped they'd break into a big, solid 
number, up popped another artsy, cutesy 
song that did little to showcase their voices 
Or appease my appetite for a ‘“‘meat and 
potatoes’’ program.

eresa Fuller, whom everyone Calls 
Rezi, took me to The Half Shell for 


the first time to meet Stacey Willis, 
her friend, who is one of the bartenders there. 

I noticed an order of oysters and clams com- 
ing out of the kitchen and can't resist them on 
the half shell, so ordered a platter. These were 
so fresh and plump that I decided I had to 
return another evening for dinner. 

Happily, this was a very good decision. 
After selecting an appetizer of prawns 
remoulade, I had no difficulty in choosing 
one of the daily specials. Iso seldom see soft 
shelled crabs here on the West Coast that I 
ordered these. My companion tonight was 
on a diet and ordered only a shrimp salad. 

The bread was excellent and served warm, 
the butter sweet, and both in the best of San 
Francisco tradition. 

I enjoyed the prawns very much, but felt 
the sauce should have been a bit spicier. This 
is particularly true since the chief was Thai. 
I'd like to see him turned loose to do some 
Thai fish dishes here. 

The shrimp were fresh, tender and quite 
large. A very good sign. 

The specials, by the way, are listed on a 
blackboard, which is brought to your table. 
This gives plenty of time to select, as the fresh 
catch of the day is usually half a dozen items. 

My soft shelled crab arrived golden 
brown, dipped in a delicate batter. The 


vegetables were crisp and brightly colored. 

Iam very fond of mussels, and those serv- 
ed here deserve being ordered and enjoyed. 

There are several pasta dishes served with 
clam sauce Or prawns and one combination 
that includes fish, calamari, crab and shrimp. 
The pasta dishes range from $5.95 to $7.95. 

We ordered a very nice Fume Blanc for our 
dinner tonight from a wine list that includes 
a very good selection of California wines and 
a reasonable choice of imported wines. In 
general, I found the wines to be fairly pric 
ed. The house wine is Mendocino and is 
available for $1.50 per glass, or the carafe at 
$7. 

Tan Kehasukjaren is the chef, whom I 
mentioned earlier as being Thai. From time 
to time a Thai dish is a special, but this is not 
a Thai restaurant. I found him to be a very 
fine cook. 

Helmut Horn is the owner, and this is his 
first restaurant venture. He is doing a good 
job and has defined his goals in having an ex- 
cellent seafood restaurant. 

From the outside, The Half Shell is more 
like an old shed or machine shop, but once 
you enter, there is a bright and charming 
holding area where you enjoy a glass of wine 
while waiting fora table. The interior is very 
well done in a nicely paneled, wood beam- 
ed dining room. The tables are nicely spac- 
ed for privacy. The horseshoe bar is near the 
kitchen, and you will be as tempted by the 
passing dishes as I was. 

On one of our visits, Deborah waited our 
table with a very nice manner and a good 
deal of charm. 

The location is between Folsom and Har- 
rison, just behind the Baybrick Inn. I'll be go- 
ing back, so hope to see you there.

Sister Mary

hristopher Durang’s Sister Mary 
Ignatius Explains It All for You, at 
the Marines Memorial Theatre 
through mid-July, is a comedy about a 
homicidal nun. Lapsed Catholics must love 
it; [Suspect most unlapsed Catholics with a 
sense of humor enjoy it, too. Certainly the 
Sisters Of Perpetual Indulgence must wish 
they had written it, for you would be hard 
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Need I describe the plot? Who among us 
has yet to see the fabulously warm-hearted 
and funny film farce about the two aging 
lovers and their son? Son wants to marry. 
Fiance’s parents are Moral Majority types. 
Drag queen. “mother” is asked to: act 
masculine for the sake of the in-laws, but— 
unable to bear the idea—he dons dowdy 
drag to really be the mother. Disguise is 
discovered, but all’s well that... Well. The 
movie’s plot existed only to allow the 
characters room to parade their divine eccen- 
tricities. The musical’s plot is even flimsier, 
merely an excuse for some of the most mov- 
ing, sizzing, and campy tunes (by Jerry 
Herman), costumes (Theoni V. Aldredge), 
and dancing (Scott Salmon) that’s more fun 
than Broadway has produced in years. 
Harvey Fierstein’s book is the weak link, 
demonstrating almost none of the panache 
that marked his epic Torch Song Trilogy. 
Nevertheless, the superlative cast makes 
even the book seem a gem of wit and craft. 

Indeed, what's astonishing about the San 
Francisco production is that it’s so much bet- 
ter than the original New York version. Most 


‘significant is the change wrought by Keith 


Michell, who has taken over the role of 
Georges played by Gene Barry on Broadway. 
Where Barry was the very embodiment of 
the brash and breezy showman (a leer or two 
more, and he'd have turned into Joel Grey), 
Michell embodies the Continental dream- 
boat, suave, sophisticated, and dreamily 
sexy. Because you couldn't believe he 
sincerely cared for his male lover, Barry was 
never anything but a foil for his co-star. Albin 


pressed to find a play that more successful- 
ly defames the Catholic Church and all its 
presumptions. Durang leaves no turn 
unstoned in his furious quest to gain retribu- 
tion for the wrongs he suffered as a 
schoolboy in the clutches of merciless nuns. 
Is it funny? Sometimes. Is it cruel? Often. Is 
it worth it? You tell me. 

The plot is minimal—indeed, like much of 
the writing, almost thrown away. The pro- 
gram informs us that we are in a lecture hall 
(and we presume it’s in San Francisco). The 
action begins when Sister Mary appears and 
begins to deliver some kind of discourse on 
the cosmology of Catholicism, complete 
with illustrations, which in their silliness clue 
us in to the tone of the evening. It's obvious 
from the start that this nun is fanatically 
devoted—but more to the the acquisition of 
personal power than to God, Jesus, or the 
Blessed Virgin. Occasionally she invites a 
young boy to the stage to recite his catechism. 
When he is correct, he’s rewarded with a 
cookie, lifted from an apparently unlimited 
supply within her robes. Sometimes Sister 
Mary answers questions about her religion 
from cards supposedly submitted by au- 
dience members before the show—although 
her know-it-all smugness is stumped (twice) 
by the query “If God is so powerful, why 
does he allow evil?”’ 

Midway through her routine, she is inter- 
rupted by a costumed troupe of ex-students

saw Whoopi Goldberg playing Moms 

Mabley in about March of this year at the 

Blake Street Hawkeyes Theatre in 
Berkeley. | went having no notion what- 
soever of who Whoopi Goldberg was. A 
friend asked me to go, and all along in the 
back of my mind I was thinking, “how can 
this young upstart have the crust to play 
Moms?" I had seen the real Moms Mabley 
some fifteen years ago and thought that 
nobody could do her justice. 

What a surprise! The minute Whoopi/ 
Moms walked on stage I was right back at the 
Regal Theater (in those days it was always 
pronounced the-a-ter) on Forty-seventh St. 
and South Park Blvd. (now called 
Martin Luther King Drive) in Chicago. 

You have to understand that I always had 
a particular affinity toward Moms because 
she reminded me of my Aunt Agnes. Agnes 
was, or I should say is, the type of person 
who will say and do anything and always 
looks like she is ready for action. Agnes is also 
without teefes. 

Thursday night at the Victoria Theater 
(remember the-a-ter) Whoopi did a benefit 
performance for the Women’s Building. She 
played to a full, enthusiastic crowd. I had the 
feeling that many of the people in the au- 
dience had already seen this performance 
before, because everybody was sort of on 
the edge of their seats, waiting.

ess Wells, in a dramatic reading of her 
latest stories at Studio Eremos, creates an 
erotic happening for lesbians and their 
womyn friends through words, artwork, 
lighting, and costume. Stories of women on 
the street, at the workplace, in relationships, 
and deep within “‘repiecing herself with tiny 
stitches” come to life as the intense writer/per- 
former, ‘like a woman who comes to seduce 
in her sleep,’ convinces her audience that 
“what bsee, lam. what I think, I feel.” 

In an all-black performance space hung 
with Laurie White's startling paintings, 
dramatically lit, Wells moves from one story 
to another, becoming the characters—Sam 
and Eliza, “The Morning Girls,’ preteen 


paper carrier and reluctant runner cum pas- 
sionate, teasing lover. ‘‘The bad-ass-knows- 
her-mind-and-will-tell-you-too,-femme”’ in 
“The Dress,”’ exposing the hidden side of 
herself, the side she knows by the flush in 
her face. The ‘‘gingham-checked mommy” 
of the fifties who hates to sleep, who despises 
those who are “‘not hungry enough to stay 
awake,’ who drinks a few in public because 
that, at least, keeps the ‘‘Sleeping Dogs’ 
awake.

An Interview with Reene Soutendijk

ith a vearly film) output that 
would keep Home Box Office 
screens lit for barely amonth, a 
tiny Dutch film industry is breaking movie 
taboos and helping to launch a new interna- 
tional cinema star. Dutch actress Renee 
Soutendijk combines fluency in four 
languages with an intensive theatre 
background to give depth and mystery toa 


_range of roles crossing intercontinental sex- 


ual, political and spiritual boundaries. She is 
an icy cool blonde persona in a treacherously 
fickle hot medium, able to give the likes of 
Germany's Hanna Schygulla or France's 
Isabelle Huppert a run for your money. 
Soutendijk’s principal claim to American 
screen fame are her two starring perfor- 
mances in Spetters and The 4th Man, films 
by the Dutch director Paul Verhoeven that 
effortlessly blend gay and straight themes in 
a seamless, but thought-provoking, weave. 
In less capable directorial hands, Spetters 
could easily have turned into a youth-

he 1984 International Lesbian/Gay 

Film Festival opened with the 

showing of Improper Conduct, a 
documentary describing repression in Cuba, 
focusing on Cuban gay men and disillusioned 
leftist exiles. The film was co-directed by 
Spanish filmmaker Nestor Almendros, who 
received an Academy Award for his 
cinematography in Days of Heaven, and 
Cuban born Orlando Jimenez Leal, best 
known as co-director of El Super, a poignant 
film dealing with the adjustment of a Cuban- 
family to life in New York. 

Improper Conduct has received extensive 
international attention. For months I anx- 
iously awaited this film, reading quite a few 
reviews in national newspapers. None were 
written by Cubans, nor by lesbians, for that 
matter. The opinions of a Cuban exile regard- 
ing her homeland are often regarded as 
suspect by the left as well as the right. While 
this review is risky for me to write, I feel it’s 
important that a Cuban lesbian review a film 
such as this. 

Improper Conduct describes the cir- 
cumstances that led to the disillusionment 
and exile of more than a million Cubans 
(10% of the island’s population) by inter- 
viewing different people, mostly men, who 
left Cuba between 1965 and 1980, and who 
are currently living in exile, dispersed 
throughout North America and Europe. 

Sitting in the Castro Theatre, among 
Cuban gays, many of whom probably left 
Cuba during the 1980 Mariel exodus, I felt 
my heart ache. Some of us were crying, glued 
tO every image, every word. The movie is 
certainly powerful, both in the richness of 
the cinematography and the elements that it 
draws in. Standing out, beckoning to be 
analyzed, are the major themes that recur 
throughout the film: the repression of 
homosexuals, parallels with the oppression 
of Jews in Nazi Germany, and militarism/ 
machismo—all interspersed with references 
to the Cuban character. 

Early footage depicts the popularity of 
Castro’s July 26th movement with most of 
the middle class, as he fought with other 
guerrillas to overthrow the Batista dictator- 
ship. We see the victorious Castro in his 1961 
Visit to the Soviet Union, waving to the Rus- 
sian people with Khrushchev. When Castro 
returned to Cuba and declared himself a 
Marxist-Leninist, some of his closest aides 
revolted and were imprisoned or shot; and 
the first large wave of emigration took place, 
primarily of the bourgeoisie and the middle 
Class. 


exploitation dirt bike movie. Instead, 
Verhoeven has produced a humorous, fre- 
quently poignant story of three young men 
competing for the grease-spattered and of a 
crafty short order cook played by Soutendijk. 
“She's low class, buta very strong lady and 
she goes after what she wants.”’ 

Spetters demonstrates just how fickle 
modern love can be when Soutendijk’s 
character Fientje drops a young man after a 
motorbike accident has left him in a motoriz- 
ed wheelchair. “She's a very calculating 
woman. Her reactions were not emotional, 
but very well thought out, because she 
wanted to achieve something. When some- 
one ts crippled, she cannot handle that and 
she goes on. That's life, that’s what she 
planned.” 

The second target of Fientje’s calculating 
affections is a young mechanic who is fag- 
bashing his way out of the closet until he runs 
into gang rape retribution at the hands of gay 
men led by Fientje’s brother. It's a powerful 
scene that left Dutch audiences ‘very shock- 
ed. There has never been a male rape scene 


In 1965, the ‘moral purges” started at the 
University of Havana, via general assemblies 
of the Communist Youth, described in the 
testimony of one man who had worked for 
the revolutionary government: 


In these assemblies, those accused would 
be judged in front of everyone. The other 
students present had to judge those accused, 
because if they didn’t judge them, they 
themselves would automatically be 
“morally purged.”’ So, those who had the 
list would ask, ‘‘What do you think of so 
and so?”’ And the accused would be sitting 
there while someone would say, ‘‘Yes, 
this guy held my hand too long when say- 
ing hello.’ For some, the humiliation of 
being called a “‘homosexual’’ was too 
much to endure at home with their 
families, and some killed themselves. 
19065 also saw the establishment of labor 
camps in Cuba called U.M.A.P. (Military Units 
for Aid to the People), where gay people 
were routinely imprisoned. A few of those 
interviewed in the film had been in those 
camps. One described a sign at the entrance 
which read, ‘Work Will Make You a Man,” 
a phrase by Lenin. He recalled the infamous 
Nazi phrase at the entrance to Auschwitz: 
“Work Will Make You Free.”’ 

Several interviewees drew parallels bet- 
ween the treatment of gays in Cuba and Jews 
in Nazi Germany as outcasts from society, the 
escoria to be removed from others and put 
into forced labor camps or prisons, to cut 
sugar cane or build other prisons for more of 
their own people. 

Painter Jaime Bellechasse talked of the 
three reasons one could be arrested in Cuba: 
‘For being a hippie—young people who got 
together to listen to pop music and the 
Beatles or wore loud shirts and had long hair; 


, 


in any other film.’ 

Soutendijk notes that gay life in the 
Netherlands is more low key, but accepted. 
“You don’t have such a big gay population 
as here in San Francisco, but it’s totally ac- 
cepted. Lesbians also.’ Soutendijk played a 
lesbian character in A Woman Like Eve. 
directed by one of the growing ranks of 
Dutch female directors, Nouchka van Brakel. 

Paul Verhoeven shot Spetters from an 
original script, based on interviews with 
young Dutch people. Unlike American films 


for being homosexuals; and those who could 
not be classified in either of these groups 
were arrested for ‘improper conduct.’ " For 


offenses ‘“‘against the normal development of 


sexual relations,’ Cuban prison terms were 
as high as 30 years. 


This repression sparked a second wave of 


emigration. This time, dissidents, students, 
and small businessmen fled the island; and 
Cuban families were again separated. 

The last major exodus took place in 1980, 
when Cuba suffered its worst political and 
economic crisis. The film’s narration 
describes these events with official Cuban 
television footage picked up in Miami: *'Sud- 
denly, an incredible event happened. Taking 
advantage of the fact that during 48 hours the 
Cuban government had withdrawn the 
guards around the Peruvian embassy, over 
11,000 people took refuge there.’ The of- 
ficial Cuban press called them ‘‘escuria’’— 
scum—and portrayed them as homosexuals, 
prostitutes, and anti-social elements. 


Atexe® Improper Conduct is a very 
moving film, outside of the events sur- 
rounding the several exoduses and a very 
brief historical summary of the Cuban 
revolution itself, it contains little historical 
context. In my view, the film could have 
been more powerful had it shown all of the 
players on the stage. It is inconceivable that 
the United States and the Soviet Union are 
barely mentioned, considering the fact that 
their superpower domination had a great 
deal to do with the direction of the revolu- 
tion and the repression that followed. 

No mention is made of Eisenhower's plans 
developed as early as 1960 to invade Cuba, 


such as Midnight Express or Fame, the gay 
characters are neither deleted nor de-sexed. 
“Paul Verhoeven is a very honest and direct 
director. Especially on the sex scenes, he’s 
very explicit because he thinks, ‘That's the 
way it goes and] don't want to pretend some 
other world than reality.” ” 

The 4th Man turned out to bg quite a 
change of pace for Ssurcaane and 
Verhoeven. Based ona Dutch occult thriller 
by novelist Gerard Reve, who gave his name 
as well as an ambiguous plot the the gay 
writer Character, the screen version turned 
out to be more esoteric, More Of an art film 
than Verhoeven is known for. “It won 
several prizes at different film festivals and 
is doing very well” at the box office. 

In The 4th Man, Soutendijk plays a very 
strong, thrice-widowed lady, several notches 
up the social ladder, who lures a gay writer 
(Jeroen Krabbe) to her beach house, aptly 
named The Spider. Soutendijk notes that 
bringing Christine Halsslag believably to the 
screen called on more of her acting abilities. 
“There are more things going on the The 4th 
Man. There are invisible layers in the 
character. Everything you see from her is not 
necessarily real. The community where she 
is living sees her as a brave woman, a suc- 
cessful woman who had bad luck because 
three husbands have died in freak accidents. 
The writer, however, sees her as a man- 
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or that military advisors were training Cuban 
counter-revolutionaries in Nicaragua who 
would later invade Cuba under Kennedy's 
administration. Cuba's former economic 
dependency on the United States wasn't 
mentioned, nor was its struggle to free itself 
from North American domination. 

Unfortunately, Castro turned away from 
the domination of a capitalist imperialist giant 
toward that ofa totalitarian imperialist giant. 
After the Bay of Pigs, much to the fault of the 
United States, Castro drew closer to the 
Soviet Unton, thereby changing the course 
of a nationalist socialist democratic revolu- 
tion with its roots in Latin America, by ac- 
commodating to a distant European 
totalitarian world power. 

These facts do not excuse the repression 
of gays or dissidents in Cuba; the Cuban 
government was not forced by the Russians 
to hound its gay population. But showing the 
global influences surrounding these events 
may have made the filmmakers’ intentions 
clearer for the loyal Cuban sympathizers who 
merely dismissed the film as propagandist. 

In fact, Improper Conduct is not just about 
Cuban gays; the message is larger than this. 
The film views overt homosexual flam- 
boyance as easiest for the Cuban government 
to target, but uses homosexual repression as 
representative of the repression under a 
totalitarian state. This message resounds 
when Guillermo Cabrera Infante, a dissident 
writer and former cultural attache and charge 
d'affaires for Cuba in Brussels, states: 


I believe that the repression of homosexuals, 
lesbians, and many others who lived the 
dolce vita in Havana is about simply being 
dissidents. A homosexual is a dissident from 
the bourgeoisie norm that the communists 
have themselves adopted, where married 
life between a man and a woman is it. And 
anything outside of this norm is not wanted 

in a totalitarian state. Homosexuals were 

persecuted in Russia, and in Hitler's 

Germany. 

Another sub-theme that runs throughout 
Improper Conduct links machismo with the 
persecution of homosexuals and to the ex- 
tensive military buildup in Cuba. Castro’s ex- 
confidante and ex-editor of the official par- 
ty newspaper Revolucion describes Castro 
as an admirer of Julius Caesar, wanting to 
create anew country with strong men to go 
to war and athletes without ‘‘mental 
disabilities.’’ Castro felt that homosexuals 
were a bad example for the youth. 

Improper Conduct intertwines machismo 
and the Cuban character, depicting 
Castroism as the ultimate ‘“‘Spanish 
machismo,” as the Cuban character gone 
haywire at its most extreme stage. There 
seems to be somewhat of a consciousness 
that living under a machista/male chauvinist 
society can be dangerous for all people.

People at straight clubs aren't there as sup- 
port groups for comics.

The Valencia Rose is getting more 
mixed audiences with wider tastes, and they 
expect good comedy. We've been giving it 


to them. It really is supportive in a lot of 
straight clubs, and it seems that people are 
beginning to feel less threatened.

eading At Seventy, May Sarton’s 

newest journal, | found mvself in a 

familiar position. My expectations 
for her work are so high that I always begin 
her new books cautiously, almost dreading 
disillusionment. Eventually, each work 
renews my confidence in her as a writer and 
my admiration for her as a human being. Af 
SEVENTY IS NOY EXCEDLION, 

Sarton considers herself a poet first and 
foremost; her domain is the world of emo- 
tion. While cach poem represents a painstak- 
ing distillation of a single emotion, her jour 
nals are a record of the natural flow: feelings, 
reflections. “life: asitisdived. “The journals 
contain impressions recorded “on. the 
pulse, not memoirs, They are centered ex 
clusively inthe present moment, calling forth 
the past only as it illuminates the present. 

Sarton, who has written more than +0 
volumes of poetry, autobiography and fic- 
ton, has not until recently received much at 
tention from the literary establishment. Her 
prose style, notable chiefly for its directness 
and accessibility, seems to have been the 
greatest bone of contention for her critics. 
Nonetheless, Sarton has a large and devoted 
audience. What makes her books excep- 
tional and draws intense responses from her 
followers is the quality of their content: her 
insights, her immense vitality, her disciplin- 
ed mind, her passionate desire to under- 
stand human emotion, her capacity to move 
beyond the superficial. Her journals reflect 
Sarton at her best. 

The new journal chronicles the year 
following her seventieth birthday, in which 
“the long rhythm of the seasons, the recur- 
ring events...become more precious as they 
structure the larger design of life itself.”” The 
process of growing older is experienced as 
a ripening, an ‘“‘ascension and at the same 
time a letting go.’ Her rich friendships, many 
of more than 60 years’ duration, are one of 
the particular pleasures of “‘old age at its most 
splendid;”’ she celebrates the birthdays of 
friends now in their 80's and 90's with relish. 
Sarton is as articulate and opinionated: ‘For 
someone of 40 to say of Someone of 70 ‘we

sre exactly dlike. 1s) .ludicrous. and an 
underestimation of what life itself does to 
force us to maturity.” 

Sarton’s previous works take on new 
meanings viewed from her current vantage 
point. Vrs. Stevens Hears the Mermaids 
Singing, first published in 1965 and often 
regarded as Sarton’s first novel, has as its cen- 
tral character a seventy-year-old poet much 
like Sarton herself. In the course of the novel, 
Hilary Stevens is caused to look back on the 
passionate attachments and people who have 
called forth her poetry, all of whom are 
women. Sarton herself has been inspired on- 
ly by women—a fact never slighted in any of 
her journals—but fiction has been the 
primary medium through which she has ex- 
plored these attachments. ‘There is always 
some sleight of ‘hand...in writing 
autobiography. So much has to be left out, 
especially things that might hurt or dismay 
people, But in a ovel One can say. 
everything. The novel is ofrén 
autobiography distilled and/or transcend- 
ed.”’ Although she does not spell this out, the 
implications are clear: the problem has been 
a recurrent one for most homosexual writers. 

At Seventy is the first journal in which May 
Sarton speaks explicitly on the subject of 
homosexuality. ‘I realize more and more 
that my position has been privileged because 
I had no immediate family and because no 
‘job’ is at risk. That gives me a great respon- 
sibility to be open and to talk about this mat- 
ter.’’ While her reflections on the subject take 


up only a few of the 300-odd pages, they are 
powerful. 

She says it was reading C.M. Bowra’s essay 
of Sappho 46 years ago that first helped her 
to come to terms with her love for women. 

It was troubling, but the seizure, when it 
came, Was so commanding [ could not 
doubt its value. | could not believe I was 
wrong or aberrant...[t gave me courage to 
be mvself and not to allow the ethos of the 
times to blur my vision. 

Criticized in some circles for being overly 
concerned with homosexuality in her 
novels, Sarton has been repudiated in others 
for her personal discretion and her reluc- 
tance to become involved with gay causes. 
The irony of this situation is not lost on her: 

One young woman...with the kindest 1s 

tentions, has been trying for a year to 

make me into a militant lesbian, sending 
books, referring me to Audre Lorde and 

Adrienne Rich as though [ had never heard 

of them, and in general treating me like a 

very old party in need of help...1 do not 

see myself in this light... It has been quite 

a burden to wrap up and send back books 

| already have : 
Of the distance she has maintained from the 
gay community, Sarton’savs: 


The more the homosexual is isolated and 
driven into ghettos, the less whole and at 
ease he must feel.

The homosexuality of Characters in her 
novels has been, in many cases, implicit (Sar- 
toninet-one to hit. teadersoverthe head):

readers. Eric Rofes, the author of / Thought 
People Like That Killed Themselves: Les 
Hians, Gay Men and Suicide, savs the 
Original inspiration for this project came 
from Faithful Are The Wounds, an early Sar- 
ton novel set during the McCarthy era, in 
which the protagonist commits suicide. 
Reading Rofes’ manuscript, Sarton observes, 
“the anxiety, self-doubt and trauma almost 
every homosexual carries is hard to imagine, 
even now when things are so much more 
open than they were when I was voung.”’ 
Later in the same entry, 
It would be interesting at this juncture if 
someone would write a book about 
homosexual marriages, making clear that 
there are a great many happy and viable 
ones all around us. The general public un- 
fortunately usually hears only about gay 
bars, drugs, the corruption of children, 
suicide and disasters. It is as if all we knew 
about heterosexual society was wife 
beating, plural divorces, molestation of 
children by their parents, incest, 
alcoholism and nothing else! 


Like so many modern writers, Sarton is 
acutely conscious of her role as an artist, and 
many entries are devoted to a consideration 
of the creative process. ‘If you are a writer 
or an artist, it is work that fulfills and makes 
you come into wholeness, and that goes on 
through a lifetime... The moment of creation 
assures One that all is well, that one is still in 
tune, that the inner chaos can be proved and 
distilled into order and beauty.” 

Sarton is a passionate believer in art as a 
response to something greater. She is work 
ing under the influence of a “new muse” 
who remains nameless throughout Af Seven- 
fy. In reaction to those who question her 
need for a muse at all, who ask “‘why can't 
be your Own muse?” Sarton replies: 

It would be fine if | could. But it is a matter 

of what happens, not what can be willed... 

can only answer you, ©’ Poetry does not hap- 
pen for me without a muse.”’ The truth is 
frustrating Often, but it is the truth, and has 
been the truth for the past 60 years at 
least... What for you may seem like a failure 

(surely if | were grown up enough IT could 

be my own muse is what is implied) for me 

is amystery, and [am very glad that there 

is sulla real and not-to-be-analyzed mystery 

in my life.” . . 

Anardent reader herself, Sarton comments 
extensively on the work of other Writers. 
Those references consitute a literal treasure 
map. Svlvia Townsend Warner's little 
known Summer Will Show (lauded for its 

"extraordinary delineation of a lesbian 
friendship’), Shirley Hazzard’s Transit of 
Venus (the best modern novel I have read 
invears ’), Anne Truitt's Daybook: The Jour- 
nal of an Artists, and the Humphrey 
Carpenter biography of W.H. Auden are 
among the gems she praises. Mention is made 
of Virginia Woolf, Flanner O'Connor, Isak 
Dinesen, Elizabeth Bown and Maximilian 
Kolbe, to name a few. Another exciting 
aspect of Af Seventy is Sarton’s ongoing 
discussion of her own poems and her work 
on anew novel. 

Her experiences are related with great 
satisfaction and humor: with two friends 
releasing 1,000 dragonfly nymphs in the mar- 
shy terrain around her house; reading her 
poems before larger and more appreciative 
audiences than ever before; her passionate 
relationship with her garden; her love of 
solitude. That she is, indeed, our contem- 
porary is brought home by her comments of 
Reagan (‘there is never any depth in his 
perceptions of the world. He behaves like an 
animated cartoon.’’), the movie Ganhi, her 
audit by the Social Security Administration, 
her constant references to her Virginia Woolf 
calendar. 

At Seventy is a wonderful document. A 
record of Sarton’s innermost thoughts dur- 
ing a period in which life is bringing her work 
tO great fruition, it’s well worth the 
investment.

‘No. I was born poor, a Woman, an Indian, 
and a lesbian. I'm always in the minority. 
When you go out to educate the public, you 
have to be prepared to be part of a side show. 
Outat the state fair, when I was a kid, all the 
people who had never seen an Indian would 
say stupid things or ask dumb questions. 

Indian culture was pretty tolerant. More 
accepting, more natural. When I was a kid at 
the fair, | knew a woman named Marie. She 
would make baskets, and I made beads. She 
was born on the reservation. She spoke the 
language of the Modocs.

The filmmakers raise a good point here. 

Yet they themselves fall into a machista trap, 
failing to interview Cuban lesbians and 
neglecting to mention their absence in the 
film. While it was refreshing to see the iden- 
tification that the Cuban women had with 
other women, it’s puzzling that the lesbian 
experience was. excluded. The only 
reference to lesbians was as an object of ex- 
citement to Cuban men. This comment, 
made by one speaker, received resounding 
eS 
Isaw them and how we have to fight. | kind 
of quit talking with lesbians and gay men 
about Indian affairs because I found that they 
had the same attitudes about Indians as 
straight people. [got too impatient to explain 
everything on a one-to-one basis. I realized 
that I could spend the rest of my life doing 
that. When you are oppressed, as a lesbian 
or an Indian, it is hard to hold all that inside 
you when you are talking to people and not 
feelangry.

laughter from the interviewer, as well as the 
theatre audience. Additionally, the only 
“out'’ homosexuals interviewed were 
stereotypically effeminate men. 


Tre question of the audience to which 
this film was directed has come up in all 
of the conversations I have had regarding this 
film and in some reviews I have read. Some 
people see this film as anti-communist, some 
as dangerous because of its timing, especial- 
ly during Reagan’s anti-communist campaign 
and the world tension he has helped create, 
Others think the film is too black and white 
and label it a propaganda film which attacks 
the heroic Cuban revolution, with the poten- 
tial to be used by the right. 

I do not see the film as anti-communist: | 
believe it is anti-totalitarian. The filmmakers 
chose to give a simplistic view, to isolate 
Cuba from the rest of the world, giving no 
global analysis. Yet I agree with the film- 
makers that the Cuban revolution betrayed 
many of its early ideals. The sacrifices the 
Cuban people have made in exchange for 
their alliance with the Soviet bloc have cost 
them greatly—not only in loss of lives. 
fighting foreign wars in Angola, Afghanistan, 
and Ethiopia; but also at home, facing scar- 
cities of basic human needs, and the exten- 
sively documented human rights violations. 


I can only speculate that the filmmakers 
believe the internal repression was grave 
enough to stand on its own without qualify- 
ing explanations or excusing the Cuban 
government for these violations. 

The fear that the right can use this film is 
ludicrous. One need only see the parallels 
between the “moral purges”’ in Cuba and the 
anti-gay hysteria of the Moral Majority, the 
Anita Bryants, the Briggses, and the Falwells 
of the right in this country, to know that if 
those reactionaries saw this film, they would 
be in agreement with the so-called revolu- 
tionaries, and find it difficult to ‘‘damn those 
communists.”’ 

In fact, I believe that this film is directed 
towards the left. Those chosen for interviews 
were early supporters of the revolution, and 
many were in high government positions or 
respected as cultural workers. I believe this 
is a message directed to the progressive 
movements internationally, almost as a warn- 
ing: The oppression and scapegoating of any’ 
minority threatens the ideals of any move- 
ment, and that a revolution which oppresses 
a minority group foments further dissent, 
thereby strengthening the counterrevolution 
it most fears.

as an umbrella organization, sponsoring new 
women’s groups in the community by allow- 
ing them to use the building’s non-profit tax 
status. In this fashion, 72 women’s groups have 
been aided during the five years that the 
building has been in operation. 

The Women’s Building's commitment to 
serving low-income community groups has 
perhaps further limited its financial support 
from large individual donors. ‘“The women we 
serve can’t really afford to support us, and the 
women that can, for the most part, don’t,”’ 
notes Vazquez. Increasingly, she says, 
“women with money are contributing to 
mainstream political efforts rather than help- 
ing to build community institutions.” 

The building was founded in 1979, through 
the efforts of several local women who saw the 
need for a women’s space which would unite 
many community organizations under one 
roof. An intensive fundraising campaign rais- 
ed the initial payment on the building, which 
cost $557,000. But in 1988, a $400,000 balloon 
payment on the building comes due. The pro- 
spect of such a huge future outlay seems par- 
ticularly ominous in view of the current finan- 
cial constraints on the building’s everyday 


Operations. 

And the women’s community is changing, 
according to Clevenson. ‘‘We're trying to get 
beyond the blockages of separatism, because 
the larger problems, like war, seem to effect us 
all,’ she noted. As a result, the Women’s 
Building, too, is changing. ‘We're no longer 
a space just for women, though we are 
women-owned and operated,” Clevenson 
added. So, at a time when community institu- 
tions such as the Women’s Building are par- 
ticularly needed, their financial future seems 
increasingly precarious. Increasingly, they 
must turn to the community which they serve 
for help. 

According to Clevenson, there is much 
that community people can do to help the 
Women’s Building out of its current crisis. 
“According to San Francisco NOW, there are 
60,000 feminists in this city. 10,000 people 
come through this building each month. If 
each gave $5 every month, we would have 
no more operational problems.” In addition 
to contributions, volunteer time—answering 
phones, doing office work—would be much 
appreciated. *‘The next six months,”’ says 
Carmen, Vazquez, are going to be very, 
very, cough,”

limitation set by state law and enforced with a 
suspicious zeal. The image of a lust-crazed 
‘monster’ preying on young innocents is simply 
not appropriate given the clearly consensual nature 
of these relationships. 

Sadly, Mr. Schmitz was probably right in his 
assumption that he wouldn't survive in prison. Per- 
sons who are imprisoned for having sex with minors 
are usually considered fair game for physical abuse 
of every kind, including raping by other prisoners 
and often, the guards as well. Schmitz fled the coun- 
try rather than face a cruel and unusual fate inside 
prison walls. It seems patently unjust to punish 
someone whose ‘'‘victims’’ certainly were old 
enough to say no. In this day and age it is a rare 
teenager who doesn't understand what sexual ac- 
tivity is. Even if the boys were offered money and 
gifts they still had the choice to refuse 

As usual the so-called ‘‘victims'’ aren't asked for 
their feelings or comments. The police have had 
their say, told their version. Friends and associates 
have made their statements. Nobody seems in- 
terested in what the boys themselves think about 
all this. Since the 1930's studies on children involved 
in Sexual encounters with adults have usually found 
that rarely are there any long-term harmful effects 
on the young person from the encounter itself 
Rather, the harm is done by the reactions of 
hysterical parents, and the over-zealous in- 
vestigating and interrogations by law enforcement 
officials. 

Why then, does law enforcement in this state per- 
sist in disrupting and destroying the lives of so many 
in such a public way for what ought to be handled 
carefully and discreetly? Why are adults who 
engage in consensual acts with ‘‘minors’’ put in jail 
along with murderers, and armed thieves? 

Is this ‘‘crime’’ commensurate with the punish- 
ment in every case? It is time our society began to 
re-examine this issue.

who beg her to let them perform a Christmas 
pageant they had played as children. They 
appear eager to honor Sister Mary with their 
efforts, but after the playlet is over, their real 
intent becomes clear: to embarrass, ridicule, 
and ultimately destroy her. These grown-up 
pupils, it seems, have strayed from the path 
their hated teacher sought to knock them on 
to. One has had two abortions, another'a 
child out of wedlock, a third is an alcoholic 
wife-beater, and the fourth is gay. Sister Mary 
is appropriately embarrassed, but not 
enough to give up the power she craves. The 
bizarre, unhappy climax demonstrates just 
how far this nun (and, presumably, the 
Church) will go to defend its twisted morals. 

Now, let me set this straight. I was born in- 
to aJewish family and raised as an agnostic. 
I’ve been attracted to various spiritual 
disciplines over the years, yet have always 
regarded organized religion with a goodly 
amount of healthy skepticism. I hold no can- 
dle for any church; once money or dogma 
is involved, I start walking in the opposite 
direction. Nevertheless I think it’s safe to 
assume that all organized religion grew out 
of honestly felt beliefs, perhaps the most im- 
portant of which is the desire to allay the suf- 
fering of our fellow creatures. Whenever so- 
meone feels the need to attack a cult, creed, 
or religion because of its misguided and 
usually (on its own terms) sinful deeds, that 
very attack falls into the same trap the accus- 
ed is snared in. And the animosity and bit- 
terness that the attack creates only engenders 
more hatred, and ultimately, violence. ~ 

Consequently, while it’s certainly possible 
to write a comedy about a homocidal nun, 
the playwright considering the idea would 
be well advised to put aside personal grudges 
before deeming the play finished. Durang 
was either not willing or simply unable to do 
so, with the result being that his often very 
funny comedy is constantly struggling with 
the righteous anger that underlies its inten- 
tion. What might be ingeniously humorous 
from a less venal pen becomes tinged with 
bile. One leaves the theatre having hada few 
good laughs but basically sick at heart— 
because Durang stubbornly refused to listen 
to his own heart while writing. 

But the play is a satire, I hear you say. It’s 
not supposed to have a heart. Perhaps. 
(That’s how many people excused the con- 
tagious fury of Mommie Dearest, too—but 
that’s another story.) However, granting that 
some effective satire does seem heartless, this 
particular production still doesn’t work, 
primarily because the players (and, one 
assumes, the director) deliberately undercut 
Durang’s bite in a misguided attempt to 
humanize the experience. Lynn Redgrave in 
the title role softens the edges of the poten- 
tially ferocious Sister Mary, trying to make us 
believe that the character is a three- 
dimensional human being rather than a car- 
toon. Redgrave allows us too much time to 
think logically about what she says, thence 
to doubt, thence to disbelieve. This nun is 
simply not outrageous or cruel enough to 
provoke such fury from her students. Her 
bizarre accent doesn’t help matters. Is she 
Boston Irish, Irish Irish, or perhaps Swedish? 
Redgrave’s native British accent would have 
been preferable to the geographically con- 
fused sound she has produced. 

Among the supporting cast, Madi Weyland 
as the sister's most irate pupil-gone-bad lacks 
fire and direction, diluting the power of the 
cartoon, trivializing it into an insipid soap 
opera. This woman who was raped the day 
her mother died has been pushed to madness 
as intense as that of Sister Mary. To play her 
play her as more sympathetic is to weaken 
the impact of whatever struggle there is. 

It's possible that, performed in the smaller 
theatre of Playwrights Horizons where it 
originated, the play worked better. Certainly 
Sister Mary would have more power over a 
more intimate space. Even the moderate, 
comfortable Marines Memorial, however, 
reveals too many of the weaknesses of 
Durang’s craft—both in Sister Mary and in 
its Curtain-raiser, The Actor's Nightmare. 
This slight sketch offers what purports to be 
the dream of a mild-mannered accountant 


who inexplicably finds himself in a theatre, 
the understudy to the company’s leading 
man. And of course, as in the typical actor’s 
worst nightmare, he’s told to go on, know- 
ing neither the lines nor even what play he’s 
in. Plays, rather, for Durang uses the situation 
to wittily satirize many theatrical styles. It’s 
the kind of thing college students (or profes- 
sional actors, for that matter) are wont to do 
while waiting around backstage, and 
although Durang adds nothing new or pro- 
found to the jokes, they’re still fun. 

We are treated to sly put-downs of Noel 
Coward, Shakespeare, Beckett, and—for 
some reason known only to Durang—Robert 
Bolt’s A Man for All Seasons. Redgrave looks 
stunning in the Noel Coward takeoff but 
mugs unnecessarily. Jeffrey Hayenga displays 
a gorgeous torso as the Executioner in the 
Bolt satire, and Jeff Brooks is finely befuddled 
as the dreamer. But the real joy of the play— 
and indeed, the evening—is the nutty perfor- 
mance given by Mary Catherine Wright as the 
quintessential Beckett character. Wright’s 
spunky, husky voice renders Durang’s ab- 
surdly hilarious lines with verve and flair, so 
that even those who have never seen a 
Beckett play can still laugh uproariously at 
those endless stage directions Beckett never 
intended to be heard (‘‘Pause. Pause. Picks 


-her nose. Looks up. Pause.’’). Wright 


possesses a special quality, subtle and droll, 
she deserves more challenging material than 
Durang could offer here. 

Disappointing as the evening might be, it’s 
worth noting that the success of Sister Mary 
did seem to provide a useful release for the 
playwright. The plays he has written since, 
including the wacky and almost-warm 
Beyond Therapy, indicate that the intensity 
of his anger has been spent, allowing him to 
focus on developing less melodramatic and 
more believable human relationships. 
Durang’s peculiar sense of humor has yet to 
be showcased in its best light.

ed, it consists of trite songs borrowed from 
the fifties and sixties—listening to medieval 
characters singing songs like ‘‘Earth Angel,”’ 
“Love Potion —9,” “Going Out of My Head’’ 
and ‘Stop In the Name of Love,’’ renders the 
play more absurd than funny, and it 
shouldn’t be either. 

We've had classical tales as rock operas 
(“Your Own Thing’’ and ‘‘Jesus Christ 
Superstar’ come to mind), and it can work, 
but it works a lot better when a coherent 
musical statement is being made by one com- 
poser and lyricist than by borrowing a lot of 
already familiar songs. (For instance, we’re 
expected to take seriously Iseult singing 
“You Don’t Own Me’”’ to King Marc...she 
does a fine job, but we already have 
memories and associations for the song, so 
it takes Our attention away from the show, 
where it doesn’t belong anyway.) 

Maureen McKenna is an impressive Iseult: 
a graceful, stunning woman who might be a 
priestess from the mists of Avalon...which 
renders her professed love for Tristan 
(played by Christopher Strand) unbelievable, 
because he's a stunning, well-scrubbed, All- 
American adolescent straight out of a 
Mariott’s Great America show. This is not to 
take away from his talent; his portrayal 
simply isn’t adult enough to balance hers. 

The nine cast members are so busy doing 
costume changes (you leave this show feel- 
ing you ve seen at least fifty people in it!), and 
the musical routines are so taxing, that 
there’s little time for character develop- 
ment...as much as one sees of Chuck Hilbert 
as King Marc, he never becomes a real per- 
son...the only character, in fact, who comes 
acrOss as a real and sympathetic human be- 
ing is Tristan’s wife (played by Rftchelle Lee 
Vachon), seen only in the second act. 

There's a lot to like about Tristan; it’s 
visually splendid, it's well sung and the 
dances are lively, the cast is wonderful. But 
it would be greatly improved with more 
character development and more serious at- 
tention to plot, and if it had its own music

eating monster looking for a fourth prey.”’ 

The 4th Man is awash in religious imagery, 
including asexy young man as Christ on the 
cross and an elusive Mary the Madonna who 
slips in and out of the frame. Soutendijk’s 
Christine is different things to different men. 
“It was a very difficult character to play 
becuase everything had to be explainable on 
both levels. There’s nothing that Christine 
does that can not happen in real life. But you 
have the gay writer’s truth and you have The 
Truth. The film has an open end. It’s up to 
the audience who they believe.” 

The 4th Man is successful in its way as 
Roman Polanski’s Rosemary's Baby was in 
a different way, allowing the audience to ac- 
cept or reject the occult implications of the 
story. Soutendijk says this dualism was 
achieved by filming two versions of many 
crucial scenes, including the film’s ending. 
‘Usually I never go to rushes or dailies, but 
I had to with this film because I wanted to 
know what was going on.”’ 

Soutendijk says The 4th Man was a very 
different film experience for director 
Verhoeven. ‘‘With his other films he knew 
exactly what he wanted to have and how it 
had to look. With The 4th Man we started 
without knowing that exactly. It was a weird 
experience. Sometimes we shot two versions 
of ascene so that he could make a choice be- 
ween the more realistic or more mysterious 


one: - 
Soutendijk says the final scene where 


Christine goes off with a wind surfer was 
originally shot as an option ending. ‘‘This 
guy can be another victim!”’

was the queen and Georges his dull consort. 
But when Michell touches his lover's hand 
and sings the wistful ballad about their lost 
youth, you melt at the tenderness so ob- 


_viously shared by the two actors. Michell 


restores a balance between the two 
characters that was the fulcrum of the film, 
and the production is infinitely richer 
because of it. 

Walter Charles was George Hearn’s 
understudy in New York, and he has taken 
ona lot of Hearn’s vocal mannerisms. Unfor- 
tunately these mannerisms, while selling the 
songs with oomph, belie the essence of the 
character. Albin is supposed to revel in his 
femininity. Charles’ character swishes when 
necessary and parades his drag with the best 
of them, but when he sings there is almost 
nothing about him that says he’s a drag 
queen. Nonetheless, he has many marvelous 
moments, not the least of which occurring 
when—after doffing his drag wig—he also 
removes his toupee, revealing his own 
balding head underneath. Yet although his 
rendition of ‘1 Am What I Am”’ is undeniably 
powerful, Charles is at his best when playing 
with Michell, as in their duet ‘‘With You On 
My Arm.” In New York this came across as 
a dull reprise of a dull song; here it takes on 
an unexpected charm. When the two men 
reprise the ballad their young son had sung 
to his fiance, we see not only how much in 
love they are but a glimpse of how they per- 
formed together once upon a time, long ago. 

The S.F. show is most superior to its N.Y. 
original in the chorus director Arthur 
Laurents has assembled. Known collective- 
ly as ‘Les Cagelles,”’ the group of 10 men and 
2 women astonish us with their sexual 
roleplaying, their dazzling legs, their 
remarkable tap-dancing, on and on 
throughout the evening. Appearing first as 
barely moving wax figures, they are soon tap 
dancing up a storm in pajamas or doing 
feather dances with scarlet boas, whipping 
the audience (sometimes literally) into a state 
of feverish excitement. More than in New 
York, these Cagelles have taken on clearly 
defined personalities. Even those who have 
no lines of backstage patter are recognizable 
people in their drag. Mark Knowles as Chan- 
tal, in particular, wows us with a dazzling 
display of falsetto virtuosity that in New York 
was mere camp. 

Most of the supporting roles come off bet- 
ter here, too. Darrell Carey manages to turn 


are some troubles in paradise. The small size 
of the country limits annual production to 
Seven ‘or e€ight films a “yeac, and the 
bureaucratic nature of the government’s film 
subsidy program drags some film projects 
out an additional three to four years. Many 
dutch filmmakers, as a result, ‘“‘are more emo- 
tionally involved in what they’re doing than 
someone who is just hired to do some pro- 
ject’ in Hollywood. 

Increasingly looking beyond the Dutch 
borders for her own film career, Renee 
Soutendijk was just hired by American direc- 
tor John Frankenheimer to appear in his up- 
coming production of Holcraft Covenant. 
Frankenheimer was turned on by what he 
saw in The 4th Man. Also on tap for Souten- 
dijk area movie for HBO and arole ina NBC 
mini-series Peter the Great. 

The nude scenes in The 4th Man were easy 
to shoot for Soutendijk, but not as easy to 
watch afterwards. “It’s not my hobby, of 
course, doing nude scenes, but it wasn't that 
bad to play it because the industry is so small 
in Holland you know everyone on the set. 
It’s the reaction you get later from the au- 
dience that make you alittle bit afraid of do- 
ing those scenes.” 

In this connection, Soutendijk is not in- 
terested in taking advantage of the greater 
opportunities that the Dutch film industry of- 
fers to women directors, but she has form- 
eda production company with some friends 
to get a little more control over the scripts 
she’s called upon to play. ‘As an actress, you 
only have one month before the shooting 
starts and you have to accept everything 
that’s in the script because there’s no time to 
change it. Now I want to be more involved 
in setting up a film project. | want more 
control.”’ 


getter, playing the ‘‘maid”’ with tongue-in- 
cheek pretension that was absent in New 
York. And although Joseph Breen as the im- 
possibly stereotypical young man in love 
doesn't have quite the range for his songs, he 
makes up for it by injecting at least a 
modicum of reality into his interactions. 

And just what of that standard complaint 
that the straight young couple is allowed to 
smooch on stage whereas the older gents 
never do? Obviously a loving kiss between 
the two at the end would ice their scrump- 
tious cake, but Laurents has staged a telling 
moment at the beginning of Act II to explain 
this lapse. Having made up yet again, Albin 
and Georges are about to embrace, when a 
straight couple waltzes on, arm in arm. The 
two men quickly move away from each 
other, feigning indifference. Whether that 
particular couple would in fact have been of- 
fended by the sight of two men kissing is ir- 
relevant; the point is that the men have liv- 
ed lives of such intimidation that they assume 
public expressions of affection invite 
ridicule. It’s a minor moment, but it does 
represent an acknowledgement of what gay 
men of a certain age still feel. And anyway, 
the love that is communicated between Albin 
and Georges at the final curtain—and 
transmitted to the audience—more than 
makes up for a few political faux pas. Any 
show that makes me feel like embracing a 
friend—of any sexual persuasion—is Okay in 
mv book.
